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SF  Mayor  Vetoes  Domestic  Partners  Bill

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Mayor 
Diane  Feinstein  has  vetoed  an 
ordinance  recently  approved  by 
the  city’s  Board  of  Supervisors 
which  would  have  recognized  les¬ 
bian  and  gay  relationships  by  ex¬ 
tending  the  city  employees’  benefit 
program  to  include  “domestic 
partners.” 

In  a  statement  delivered  to  the 
Board  on  December  9,  Feinstein 
said  the  ordinance  was  “vague  and 
unclear”  regarding  its  specific 
effect,  the  cost  of  enforcing  it  and 
the  mechanism  by  which  it  would 
be  administered. 

Feinstein  has  implied  that  she 
would  approve  a  more  clearly 
written  version  of  the  ordinance. 

Passed  by  a  vote  of  eight  to 
three  at  readings  on  November  22 
and  29,  the  measure  would  have 
required  that  officially  declared 
domestic  partners  of  city  employ¬ 
ees  be  given  the  same  treatment  as 
spouses  (see  GCN,  Vol.  10,  No. 
21).  It  would  have  affected 
bereavement  leave,  visiting  rights 
at  county  hospitals  and  the  city 
jail,  consideration  by  the  city 
housing  authority  and  eligibility 
for  the  municipal  workers’  health 
insurance  program. 


The  ordinance  would  have  ap¬ 
plied  to  persons  of  the  same  or 
opposite  gender  who  were  over  the 
age  of  18,  who  were  not  related  by 
blood,  who  shared  “the  common 
necessaries  of  life”  and  who  were 
registered  with  the  city  clerk  as 
domestic  partners.  It  would  have 
required  that  neither  of  the  part¬ 
ners  have  declared  a  different 
domestic  partner  within  the  pre¬ 
vious  six  months.  Health  insur¬ 
ance  benefits  would  have  been 
available  only  to  partners  who  had 
lived  together  for  at  least  a  year. 

Within  hours  of  the  mayor’s 
veto,  some  1,000  lesbians  and  gay 
men  held  a  demonstration  at  city 
hall  in  protest.  And  in  Houston, 
the  local  committee  of  the  Human 
Rights  Campaign  Fund  (HRCF) 
withdrew  its  invitation  to  Feinstein 
to  deliver  the  keynote  address  at  an 
HRCF  fundraising  event  to  be  held 
there  on  the  following  day.  The 
Houston  group’s  action  was  later 
endorsed  by  the  national  HRCF. 

Although  the  board  has  post¬ 
poned  until  January  3  the  question 
of  overriding  the  veto,  two  of  the 
eight  supervisors  who  voted  for 
the  ordinance,  Louise  Renne  and 
Willie  Kennedy,  have  said  they  will 
not  vote  to  override  the  veto.  A 


two-thirds  vote,  or  eight  of  the 
eleven  supervisors,  is  required  to 
override  a  mayoral  veto. 

Supervisor  Harry  Britt,  who 
introduced  the  measure,  said 
Feinstein  appeared  willing  to  sign 
the  ordinance  until  she  received  a 
letter  opposing  it  from  San 
Francisco  Archbishop  John 
Quinn. Quinn  wrote  that  enact¬ 
ment  of  the  ordinance  would 
“only  further  erode  the  moral 
foundations  of  civilized  society.” 
Quinn  claimed  that  “to  reduce  the 
sacred  covenant  of  marriage  and 
family  by  inference  or  analogy  to  a 
domestic  partnership  is  offensive 
to  reasonable  persons  and  injur¬ 
ious  to  our  legal,  cultural,  moral 
and  societal  heritage.” 

In  her  statement  to  the  board, 
Feinstein  objected  specifically  to  a 
section  of  the  ordinance  which 
stipulates  that  domestic  part¬ 
nership  be  treated  equally  with 
marriage  as  a  factor  in  any  de¬ 
cision  made  by  the  city  regarding 
its  employees.  She  said  the 
language  of  the  section  was  “in¬ 
conclusive  and  unclear”  and  was 
“subject  to  various  interpreta¬ 
tions.”  But  Britt  told  GCN  the 
section  in  question  was  “the  heart 
of  the  legislation.”  He  said  that 


behind  Feinstein’s  objections  was 
a  desire  to  appease  opponents  like 
Archbishop  Quinn  who  sense  in 
the  ordinance  a  threat  to  moral 
values.  Britt  said  Feinstein  was 
attempting  “to  make  it  clear  that 
she  still  doesn’t  consider  gay  rela¬ 
tionships  to  have  the  same  validity 
as  straight  marriage.” 

Feinstein  claimed  in  her  state¬ 
ment  that  the  ordinance  would 
“permit  persons  who  live  together 
for  as  little  as  a  day”  to  declare 
themselves  domestic  partners  and 
that  the  declaration  requires  no 
legal  obligation  or  mutual  respon¬ 
sibility  between  the  partners.  In  a 
prepared  statement,  Supervisor 
Carol  Ruth  Silver  responded, 
“Obviously,  she  has  not  read  the 
legislation,  which  requires  one 
year  of  living  together  for 
domestic  partners  to  be  eligible  for 
health  care  benefits,  even  though 
no  such  restrictions  are  made  for 
married  people.” 

And  Britt  commented,  “It’s 
very  clear  that  if.  we  were  going  to 
put  a  cohabitation  requirement  on 
marriage,  the  archbishop  would  be 
more  upset  than  he  is  now.” 

Britt  told  GCN  that  Feinstein’s 
objections  concerning  the  cost  of 
enforcing  the  ordinance  were 


groundless.  He  said  he  had  “abso¬ 
lute,  solid  proof  from  the  budget 
analysts”  that  in  fact  the  ordin¬ 
ance  would  cost  the  city  nothing 
and  that  employees’  health  insur¬ 
ance  premiums  would  not  increase 
if  it  were  enacted. 

Feinstein  claimed  that  bereave¬ 
ment  leave  and  visiting  rights  for 
domestic  partners  already  exist. 
But  Britt  told  GCN  that  although 
administrators  do  grant  such 
rights,  the  ordinance  seeks  legal 
recognition  “so  that  we’re  not  de¬ 
pendent  on  the  good  will  of  the 
administrators.” 

Britt  commented  that  debate 
about  the  ordinance  has  revealed 
deep-seated  homophobia,  as 
exemplified  by  Archbishop 
Quinn’s  letter,  and  has  raised 
fundamental  questions  about  the 
nature  Of  the  lesbian  and  gay 
movement.  ‘1  think  a  line  has  been 
drawn  in  the  political  discussion 
here,”  he  said,  “between  liberal 
acceptance  of  our  right  to  have  sex 
in  private  and  dealing  with  the  real 
implications  for  the  kinds  of  rela¬ 
tionship  patterns  that  we  are  sug¬ 
gesting  to  society,  which  do  in¬ 
deed  threaten  the  patriarchal 
family  and  the  power  relation¬ 
ships  that  are  implicit  in  that.” 


Merle  Woo  Reinstated 
As  Lecturer  at  Berkeley

BERKELEY,  CA  —  In  a 
decision  which  will  affect  2,000 
lecturers,  an  administrative  law 
judge  has  ordered  the  University 
of  California  (UC)  to  reverse  its 
policy  of  terininatinglecturersafter 
four  years  of  employment. 

The  ruling  calls  for  the  reinstate¬ 
ment  and  reimbursement  of  lec¬ 
turers  fired  under  the  so-called 
four-year  rule,  including  Merle 
Woo,  an  Asian-American  lesbian 
feminist  who  claims  she  was  fired 
because  administrators  objected  to 
her  lesbianism,  her  socialism  and 
her  criticism  of  administrative 
decisions  which  diminished  stu¬ 
dent  control  over  curricula  and 
eliminated  popular  courses  and 
teachers  in  the  department. 

Woo,  who  was  “non-renewed” 
as  of  June  1982,  must  be  reinstated 
within  45  days  of  the  December  2 
ruling.  University  officials  have 
said  they  are  appealing  the  de¬ 
cision  and  expect  they  will  not  be 
forced  to  employ  Woo  while  the 
matter  is  still  under  litigation. 

The  American  Federation  of 
Teachers  (AFT)  had  charged  that 
UC’s  implementation  of  the  rule 
without  bargaining  in  good  faith 
constituted  an  unfair  labor  prac¬ 
tice  and  administrative  law  judge 
Barry  Winograd  agreed. 

Winograd  ruled  that  UC  must 
reinstate  its  former  policy  of 
allowing  a  maximum  duration  of 
eight  years  employment  and  must 
rehire  all  lecturers  fired  under  the 
four-year  rule  and  reimburse  them 
for  any  loss  of  pay  or  benefits. 
Winograd  ordered  the  administra¬ 
tion  to  cease  its  practice  of 
implementing  changes  in  employee 
policy  without  notifying  the  AFT. 

Woo  hailed  the  .  ruling  as  “a 
victory  for  all  of  us.”  “The  four- 
year  rule  meant  the  firing  of 
thousands  of  lecturers,  most  of  us 


women  andpeopleof  color,”  she 
said.  “It  was  being  used  to  dis¬ 
courage  unionizing  and  to  fire 
those  with  whom  the  university 
disagrees.” 

Woo,  who  was  hired  with  a 
promise  of  permanent  employ¬ 
ment  and  who  received  out¬ 
standing  evaluations  from 
students,  claims  her  sudden 
termination  was  a  prime  example 
of  UC’s  discriminatory  use  of  the 
four-year  rule.  She  was  fired 
shortly  after  she  came  out  in 
support  of  students,  staff  and 
faculty  who  were  demanding  more 
student  input  in  curricula  and 
more  job  security  within  the  Asian 
American  Studies  program  of  the 
Ethnic  Studies  Department  (ES). 

Woo  told  GCN  last  spring  that 
“it  has  always  been  an  accepted 
part  of  the  curricula  that  students 
in  ES  study  the  status  of  the 
department.  In  my  classes,  we 
analyze  and  criticize  thejpatiernsin 
AAS.  We  teach  not  only  basic 
English  skills  but  also  the  culture, 
arts  and  literature  of  Asian- 
Americans,  Third  World  people, 
women,  workers,  radicals,  les¬ 
bians  and  gays.  We  offer  a 
political  analysis  of  American 
capitalism.  As  a  socialist  feminist 
and  a  lesbian,  I  always  include  a 
feminist  perspective:  that  racism, 
sexism,  heterosexism  and  class 
exploitation  are  all  inter¬ 
connected.” 

“This  is  a  free  speech  case,” 
said  Woo.  “What  rights  do  we 
have  as  workers  if  we  can  not 
criticize  management,  or  be  out  as 
lesbians  and  radicals.  At  campuses 
all  over  the  country,  feminists, 
unionists,  people  of  color  and  gay 
people  are  being  fired  for  ex¬ 
pressing  their  opinions  in  and  out 
of  the  classroom.” 

Woo  also  asserts  that  the  admin¬ 
istration’s  reduction  of  the  Asian 


American  Studies  program  is  racist. 

The  ten-year-old  department, 
which  six  years  ago  offered  55 
courses,  has  gradually  had  its 
offerings  whittled  down  to  33,  the 
number  of  courses  with  which  it 
started. 

According  to  Woo,  the  adminis¬ 
tration  initially  denied  her  an 
opportunity  to  appeal  her  termin¬ 
ation,  saying  that  her  firing  had 
nothing  to  do  with  her  teaching 
abilities  or  budget  limitations,  but 
rather  was  only  a  result  of  a 
“systemwide”  implementation  of 
the  four-year  rule. 

“Yet  they  [the  attorneys  for  the 
administration]  argued  that  the 
four-year  rule  was  not  an  unfair 
labor  practice  on  the  grounds  that 
it  had  not  yet  been  implemented.” 

Donald  Reidhaar,  the  general 
counsel  of  regents,  denied  that 
university  attorneys  made  that 
argument.  He  said  the  rule  was 
applied  systemwide,  “although  in 
many  instances  .  .  .  there  were 
individuals  that  weren’t  touched.” 

Winograd  found  that  the  four- 
year  rule  “was  expressly  mis¬ 
applied  in  Woo’s  case.” 

He  continued,  “The  law  judge 
finds  that  Woo  was  offered  a 
security  of  employment  position 
when  she  was  hired,  contrary  to 
the  limited  and  incomplete  denial 
put  forward  by  the  university 
.  .  .  .  [T]he  new  lecturer  policy 
was  used  as  a  basis  for  her  pre¬ 
mature  termination  ....  [T]he 
hiring  commitment  to  Woo  was 
also  consistent  with  her  extensive 
prior  teaching  experience  and  .with 
the  fact  that  until  last  year  she  was 
the  sole  fulltime  lecturer  in  Ethnic 
Studies.” 

Reidhaar  said  the  university  will 
appeal  the  decision  before  Decem¬ 
ber  22  on  the  grounds  that  under 
California  law  the  university  has 
no  legal  duty  to  give  notice  [of  a 


faculty  employment  policy 
change]  and  meet  and  discuss  it 
with  them.” 

Reidhaar  continued,  “The  AFT 
does  not  serve  as  the  exclusive 
representative  of  the  employees  of 
the  university  .  .  .  and  that’s  what 
collective  bargaining  is  about: 
exclusive  representation. 

“Beyond  that,  even  if  one 
assumes  the  requirement  of  such 
notice  exists,  the  university  did  in 
fact  give  notice  to  the  AFT.” 

The  Merle  Woo  Defense  Com¬ 
mittee,  comprised  of  people  of 
color,  feminists,  students,  gay 
men  and  lesbians,  unionists  and 


radicals,”  gathered  3,000  sig¬ 
natures  supporting  Woo  and  call¬ 
ing  for  an  end  to  the  four-year 
rule,  said  Karen  Brodine  in  a  press 
release  from  the  committee. 

Among  the  groups  which  offic¬ 
ially  supported  Woo  are  the  AFT 
local,  The  American  Federation  of 
State,  County  and  Municipal  Em¬ 
ployees,  the  Puerto  Rican 
Student’s  Association,  Poet- 
asumanos,  the  Berkeley  Feminist 
Alliance,  the  Berkeley  Radical 
Activists  for  Change  in  Education 
and  the  Revolutionary  Workers’ 
League.

NEWBURY,  England  —  Thousands  of  women  gathered  recently  at  the  Greenham  Common  Air  Base,  forming  a 
nine-mile  human  chain  around  the  perimeter  of  the  compound  to  protest  government  plans  for  the  installation 
of  96  US  Cruise  missiles.  Several  dozen  men  supported  the  demonstration  by  providing  childcare,  food  and  hot 
drinks.  Police  reported  no  arrests. 


numbers 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  Figures  calculated  from 
the  United  States  Census  and  released  last  June  in¬ 
dicate  that  736,000  households  in  the  country  consist 
of  two  unrelated  men  and  1.2  million  consist  of  an 
unrelated  man  and  woman. 

“Marital  Status  and  Living  Arrangements,”  a 
government  publication  compiling  statistics  valid  as 
of  March  1981,  features  a  tabulation  of  “Households 
with  Two  Unrelated  Adults,  by  Marital  Status,  Age  and 
Sex.”  Only  7,000  of  the  two-man  households  also  in¬ 
clude  children,  compared  to  297,000  opposite-sex 
households  with  kids. 

A  written  introduction  to  the  tabulation  of 
statistics  reminds  number-watchers  that  households 
counted  comprise  a  variety  of  living  arrangements, 
including  unmarried  couples,  student  roommates, 
people  living  together  to  reduce  costs  and  live-in  com¬ 
panions  for  the  aged  or  disabled.  The  publication  pro¬ 
vides  no  statistical  breakdown  by  type  of  living  ar¬ 
rangement  and  presents  no  data  on  the  number  of 
households  with  two  unrelated  women.

breaking  waves 

SYDNEY,  Australia  —  The  Gay  Solidarity  Group 
(GSG)  has  been  granted  official  standing  by  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  Broadcasting  Tribunal  as  a  first  step  in  its  bid  to 
prevent  the  license  renewal  of  a  major  radio  station. 

According  to  a  report  from  Sydney  activist  Ken¬ 
dall  Lovett,  the  GSG  plans  to  present  evidence  of 
homophobic  material  broadcast  by  radio  station  2GB 
during  the  Rev.  Nile’s  Sunday  Night  Light  Show. 

Attorneys  for  the  radio  statin  promptly  obtained 
an  adjournment  in  order  to  prepare  a  court  appeal  of 
the  granting  of  status,  but  the  court  subsequently  in¬ 
formed  the  station  that  no  judge  could  hear  the  case 
until  after  the  New  Year’s  recess.  The  station’s  license 
expires  December  31 ,  and  the  renewal  must  be  granted 
by  that  time  to  avoid  an  interruption  in  transmissions. 


red  hot 

VANCOUVER,  British  Columbia  —  An  organiz¬ 
ation  calling  itself  the  Wimmin’s  Fire  Brigade  has 
claimed  responsibility  for  the  firebombing  of  three 
local  porno  shops  on  November  22. 

According  to  an  unsigned  letter  received  by 
GCN,  “This  action  is  another  step  towards  the 
destruction  of  a  business  that  promotes  and  profits 
from  violence  against  wimmin  and  children 
Although  these  [pornographic]  tapes  violate  the 
Criminal  Code  of  Canada  and  the  B.C.  guidelines  on 
pornography,  all  lawful  attempts  to  shut  down  Red 
Hot  Video  have  failed  because  the  justice  system  was 
created,  and  is  controlled,  by  rich  men  to  protect  their 
profits  and  property.  As  a  result,  we  are  left  no  viable 
alternative  but  to  change  the  situation  ourselves 
through  illegal  means.” 

According  to  the  Vancouver  Province,  Royal 
Canadian  Mounted  Police  have  begun  an  investiga¬ 
tion  “which  will  involve  close  scrutiny  of  all  the  pro¬ 
vince's  underground  activists.’ 


in  re  the  people  v.  yoo-hoo 

MELBOURNE,  Australia  —  The  exclamation 
“yoo-hoo!”  must  not  necessarily  be  construed  as  an 
immoral  solicitation,  according  to  a  judicial  opinion 
recently  issued  here. 

According  to  Campaign  Australia,  Judge  Edward 
McGowan  uttered  the  ruling  after  hearing  the  case  of 
a  man  charged  with  “soliciting  for  immoral  sexual 
purposes”  when  police  observed  him  kneeling  in  a 
park  and  calling  out  “yoo-hoo!” 

“It  is  my  view  that  being  on  one’s  hands  and 
knees  in  ti-tree  scrub  calling  out  ‘yoo-hoo’  does  not  in¬ 
vite  someone  by  that  action  alone  to  involve  them¬ 
selves  in  immoral  sexual  activity,”  the  judge  remarked. 


new  south  wales’  new  rights  law 

SYDNEY,  Australia  —  An  amendment  to  include 
sexual  preference  in  the  New  South  Wales  Anti-Dis¬ 
crimination  Act  passed  both  houses  of  Parliament  on 
November  26.  Official  proclamation  of  the  act,  ex¬ 
pected  as  a  matter  of  course,  will  outlaw  discrimin¬ 
ation  against  lesbians  and  gay  men  except  in  the 
cases  of  privately-owned  schools. 

According  to  Sydney  activist  Kendall  Lovett, 
local  print  media  largely  ignored  passge  of  the  new 
legislaton.  Many  learned  of  the  result  from  an  article 
published  in  the  Sydney  Morning  Herald  three  days 
after  the  bill  had  passed. 

Another  newspaper  ran  the  headline  “Police  to 
iron  out  the  kinks  —  our  lads  in  blue  face  a  dilemma” 
with  an  article  describing  a  conflict  between  the  new 
anti-discrimination  law  and  existing  criminal  laws 
prohibiting  homosexual  acts.  According  to  Assistant 
Police  Commissioner  Angus  Graham,  quoted  in  that 
article,  “Practicing  homosexuals,  like  practicing 
thieves,  will  not  be  accepted  in  the  New  South  Wales 
police  force  despite  the  new  anti-discrimination  laws.” 


top  secret 

WASHINGTON,  DC  —  The  Defense  Mapping 
Agency  has  suspended  two  gay  employees  holding 
top  secret  security  clearances  after  the  two  gave 
honest  answers  to  an  investigator’s  questions  about 
their  sexual  preference. 

The  Washington  Blade  reports  that  Maj.  J.  Ford 
Johnston  Jr.,  a  security  official  with  the  agency,  told 
Alan  Savada  and  Frank  Magazino  they  are  under  in¬ 
vestigation  for  susceptibility  to  blackmail  by  “hostile 
intelligence  organizations.”  Johnston  added  that  he 
may  order  psychiatric  examinations  for  the  men  and 
that  he  may  decide  to  fire  them. 

The  men,  who  have  been  temporarily  transferred 
to  other  jobs,  say  the  charges  are  “ridiculous.”  Both 
are  out  to  co-workers,  friends  and  family. 


glad 

BOSTON  —  Gay  and  Lesbian  Advocates  and  De¬ 
fenders  (GLAD),  a  public  interest  gay  legal  defense 
organization  for  New  England,  has  announced  the  hir¬ 
ing  of  Kathy  Travers  as  its  first  full-time  paid  Execu¬ 
tive  Director. 

Travers  will  coordinate  GLAD’s  educational  and 
commuity  outreach  programs  and  work  with  the 
board  of  directors  to  expand  the  network  of  coopera¬ 
ting  attorneys  handling  GLAD  cases. 

GLAD  has  recently  accepted  a  request  by  Fag 
Rag  to  assist  it  in  defending  its  right  to  receive  gay 
journals  from  other  countries.  Recently,  copies  of  the 
Swedish  gay  magazine  Revolt  were  seized  by  U.S. 
Customs  officers,  who  ruled  them  obscene. 

GLAD  attorneys  are  also  representing  a  gay 
prisoner  in  Idaho  who  is  appealing  a  life  sentence  for 
consensual  sex  with  a  teenage  male. 


runaway  syndrome 

GAINESVILLE,  FL—  A  defense  attorney  for  one  of 
the  three  youths  charged  in  the  Labor  Day  murder  of  a 
gay  “junk  food  professor”  Howard  Appledorf  has 
claimed  his  client  is  incapable  of  premeditating 
murder  because  he  suffers  from  “runaway  syndrone.” 

According  to  an  Associated  Press  report  in  the 
Boston  Herald  American,  attorney  Stephen  Bernstein 
plans  to  use  the  runaway  syndrone  defense  in  asking 
for  a  reduced  charge  against  defendant  Paul  Everson. 

“There  is  a  pattern  being  noticed  by  counselors 
up  in  New  York  and  Boston,”  Bernstein  said.  “These 
young  men  who  are  gay,  or  think  they  are  gay,  are  at¬ 
tracted  to  prostitution,  and  they  are  encouraged  by 
older  homosexuals.” 

Everson  and  two  accomplices  have  been  accused 
of  killing  Appledorf  by  tying  a  plastic  bag  around  his 
head.  Police  say  they  then  staged  a  ritual  “junk  food” 
meal  around  the  body  of  the  nutrition  professor,  known 
for  his  statements  in  defense  of  junk  food. 


trouble  in  paradise 

(CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  Police  have  arrested  two  men 
who  severely  beat  a  man  who  offered  them  a  ride 
home  from  the  Paradise  Cafe  about  2:20  a.m.  on 
Saturday,  December  4.  Cambridge  police  report  that 
Charles  Boudreau  and  John  Nichols,  both  of  New- 
towne  Court,  have  been  charged  with  kidnapping, 
assault  and  battery,  robbery  while  armed  with  a 
dangerous  weapon,  and  mayhem. 

Nichols  and  Boudreau  reportedly  accepted  a  ride 
from  the  man,  then  tied  and  beat  him  while  driving 
around  for  nearly  two  hours.  The  assailants  dropped 
the  injured  and  still  conscious  man  at  the  side  of  a 
highway  in  Winchester  and  drove  off  in  his  car.  The 
man  crawled  to  the  highway,  summoned  help  and 
was  taken  to  the  Massachusetts  General  Hospital  for 
surgery. 

Shortlybefore  6  a.m.,  Massachusetts  Institute  of 
Technology  police  observed  the  victim’s  car  in  Cam¬ 
bridge  and  alerted  Cambridge  police,  who  arrested 
the  two. 

Nichols  and  Boudreau  were  arraigned  at  Woburn 
District  Court  on  December  6  and  sent  to  the  Billerica 
House  of  Corrections  in  lieu  of  $5000  cash  bail  each. 
The  court  clerk’s  office  could  not  tell  GCN  if  either  of 
the  two  had  posted  bail,  but  a  spokesperson  at  the  jail 
reported  on  December  15  that  neither  man  appeared 
on  the  prisoner  list.  Both  men  must  appear  in  Woburn 
District  Court  on  December  16  for  a  pre-trial  con¬ 
ference. 


except  the  government 

CHICAGO  —  Acting  under  organized  pressure 
from  librarians,  the  Cook  Country  Board  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  has  voted  to  revise  a  new  child  pornography 
ordinance  to  exempt  the  distribution  of  bona  fide 
educational  and  art  materials.  But  commissioners 
have  refused  demands  to  categorically  exempt 
librarians  from  provisions  of  the  law. 

According  to  the  New  York  Times, the  legislation, 
passed  in  the  wake  of  a  U.S.  Supreme  Court  ruling 
upholding  the  constitutionality  of  a  similar  New  York 
law,  provides  a  maximum  $500  fine  and  six  months 
imprisonment  for  persons  convicted  of  producing, 
selling  or  distributing  “any  performance  or  matter 
which  depicts  sexual  conduct  and  has  a  child  as  one 
of  its  participants  or  portrayed  observers.” 

Librarians  fear  they  might  face  criminal  charges 
for  loaning  books  later  deemed  obscene.  “We  would 
be  much  happier  for  our  staffs  if  it  clearly  ruled  out 
prosecution  for  our  libraries,”  explained  James 
Coyne,  a  member  of  the  Illinois  Library  Association. 
“It  does  not  and  it  could  get  expensive.” 

Commissioner  Hal  Tyrrell  dissented.  “That 
would  not  make  any  sense  because  you  would  make 
the  porno  empires  the  public  libraries.  What  angers 
me  is  that  the  libraries  wanted  infinite  rights,  and 
that’s  wrong.  Nobody  has  infinite  rights.” 


michigan  obscenity 

LANSING,  Ml  —  The  Michigan  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives  passed  and  sent  to  the  Senate  for  con¬ 
sideration  an  obscenity  bill  which  could  subject  not 
only  businesses  but  libraries,  museums  and  their 
employees  to  prosecution. 

The  Lesbian-Gay  Male  Community  Services  News¬ 
letter  reports  that  the  bill,  which  allows  88  different 
definitions  of  obscenity,  would  alsoallowprosecution 
of  actors  for  a  non-obscene  performance  in  a  film 
with  an  obscene  part. 

The  Michigan  organization  for  Human  Rights, 
the  American  Civil  Liberties  Union  and,  tentatively, 
the  National  Organization  for  Women,  have  stated  op¬ 
position  to  the  bill. 
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Lesbians,  Gays 
Join  Protest 
Against  Nazis

OROVILLE,  CA  —  Some  2,000 
people,  including  several  hundred 
lesbians  and  gay  men,  demonstrat¬ 
ed  here  recently  to  protestneo-Nazi 
activity  at  a  local  school. 

“The  march  was  beautiful,” 
said  Denise  Johnson,  president  of 
Concerned  Parents  of  South  Oro- 
ville,  the  Black  parent’s  group 
which  initiated  plans  for  the  Dec¬ 
ember  1 1  march  and  rally.  “There 
was  no  racial  violence,  not  even  an 
argument.  Oroville  is  really  buz¬ 
zing.  People  are  still  taking  about 
how  proud  they  were  to  march.” 

Johnson  had  said  her  organiza¬ 
tion  would  welcome  “with  open 
arms”  the  support  of  a  gay  coali¬ 
tion  consisting  mostly  of  organiz¬ 
ations  from  San  Francisco,  about 
130  miles  to  the  south.  Included  in 
the  coalition  were  Black  and  White 
Men  Together,  the  San  Francisco 
Lesbian/Gay  Freedom  Day  Com¬ 
mittee,  Black  Lesbian  Newsletter, 
the  Alice  B.  Toklas  Democratic 
Club,  the  Stonewall  Democratic 
Club  and  the  Lesbian/Gay  Focus 
of  the  All  People’s  Congress 
(APC).  The  APC  Lesbian/Gay 
Focus  had  initiated  the  coalition. 

Concerned  Parents  was  organ¬ 
ized  last  October  following  the 
murder  of  Joseph  Hoover,  a 
17-year-old  student  at  Central 
Junior  High  School,  after  he  had 


revealed  to  police  the  identity  of 
the  man  responsible  for  placing 
Nazi  literature  in  student  lockers. 
Police  arrested  Perry  “Red” 
Wartha  n  of  nearby  Chico,  who  had 
reportedly  paid  students  to  dis¬ 
tribute  the  literature,  and  charged 
him  with  murdering  Hoover. 

Johnson  told  GCN  that  Nazi 
leaflets  and  other  racist  literature 
have  been  appearing  at  the  school 
for  several  years  and  that  a 
24-hour  “dial-a-Nazi”  telephone 
line  has  been  in  operation  there 
since  1978. 

Black  people  have  been  exclud¬ 
ed  from  the  affairs  of  the  city  of 
Oroville.  There  are  840  Blacks 
among  the  10,000  people  living 
within  the  city  limits,  which  have 
been  drawn  to  exclude  the  500 
Blacks  of  South  Oroville.  There 
are  no  Black  city  employees,  no 
Black  doctors  and,  until  recently, 
there  were  no  Black  teachers.  Un¬ 
employment  in  the  Black  popula¬ 
tion  is  around  35  percent. 

In  addition  to  a  halt  to  Nazi 
activity  at  the  school,  speakers  at 
the  rally  in  the  school  auditorium 
demanded  an  affirmative  action 
hiring  plan  for  the  city  and  an  anti¬ 
racist  curriculum  in  the  schools  to 
counter  the  Nazi  propaganda. 

The  Nazi  activity  is  being  taken 
seriously.  “These  racist  groups  are 
not  insignificant,”  Johnson  said  in 


her  speech.  “They  are  the  ugliest 
tip  of  the  iceberg  of  blatant  racism 
and  discrimination  in  jobs,  hous¬ 
ing,  schools  and  police  brutality.” 

And  Greta  Miller,  a  69-year-old 
member  of  the  Gray  Panthers  who 
lived  in  German  during  the  Nazi 
reign  there,  warned,  “Please  don’t 
make  the  same  mistake  we  made. 
Don’t  think  it’s  just  Oroville. 
Racism  is  like  a  plague  when  you 
wait  until  it’s  too  late.  Organize 
now.” 

Gwendolyn  Rogers  of  New 
York,  who  heads  the  APC 
Lesbian/Gay  Focus,  summarized 
the  purpose  of  the  demonstration 
and  commented  on  the  diversity  of 


the  participants.  “We  are  all  here 
to  stand  firmly  against  Nazism, 
racism  and  anti-Semitism,”  she 
said.  “Some  of  us  are  lesbian  and 
gay,  some  of  us  are  straight,  some 
are  old,  some  are  young.” 

Shane  Summer,  an  organizer  of 
the  lesbian  and  gay  coalition,  said 
townspeople  showed  no  particular 
hostility  for  the  coalition.  “We 
were  not  heckled,”  she  told  GCN. 
“I  think  people  in  Oroville  were 
blown  away  by  the  march  just  hap¬ 
pening.  It’s  a  small  town  in  a  valley 
in  California  and  it’s  been  very 
isolated.  But  these  parents  have 
been  very  militant  and  have  met 
with  so  much  resistance  from  the 


administration.” 

Summer  said  that  gay  participa¬ 
tion  in  demonstrations  against 
ultra-rightist  groups  has  just 
begun.  “As  lesbian  and  gay  people 
we  are  also  all  these  other  things 
that  the  Nazis  and  the  Klan 
threaten,”  she  told  GCN.  “We 
know  that  the  Nazis  and  the  Klan 
call  for  our  extermination,  that  has 
been  a  part  of  their  literature. 
That’s  their  present  program. 
Their  history  is  that  a  quarter  of  a 
million  lesbian  and  gay  people 
were  murdered  by  the  Nazis  in 
Germany.  We  know  what  they 
mean  for  us.  Yes,  1  think  we  will 
continue  to  fight  these  peole.”

Women’s  Center  Votes  to  Exclude  S&M  Group

CAMBRIDGE,  MA  —  Mem¬ 
bers  of  a  lesbian  feminist  sado- 
masochist  group  may  not  meet  at 
the  women’s  center  here,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  vote  by  women  who  cur¬ 
rently  run  the  center. 

Presented  with  the  question 
“Can  the  s/m  group  meet  here  for 
two  hours  each  week  for 
support?”  six  representatives, 
many  from  projects  which  deal 
with  violence  against  women, 
returned  with  “no”  votes.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  of  the  Women’s  Penta¬ 
gon  Action  project,  CORE  (which 
oversees  the  operation  of  the 
center)  and  the  Rape  Crisis  Center 
project  reported  that  their 
members  were  “undecided,”  but 
did  not  want  to  block  a  consensus 
if  one  was  reached. 

Over  40  women,  most  of  them 
supporters  of  the  women  request¬ 
ing  the  meeting  place,  packed  the 
center’s  modest-sized  living  room 
on  November  22  to  hear  the  final 
verdict  concerning  the  two-month- 
old  petition.  Against  a  chaotic 
background  of  angry  exchanges 
and  nervous  tittering,  representa¬ 
tives  were  called  on  to  announce 
their  group’s  conclusion.  (In  fact, 
because  CORE  had  not  discussed 
whether  to  block  a  consensus,  the 
decision  was  not  finalized  until 
December  6,  when  their  represen¬ 
tative  reported  that  CORE  mem¬ 
bers  had  all  agreed  not  to  prolong 
the  discussion  at  the  business 
meetings  by  blocking  concensus.) 

Members  of  the  s/m  group  say 
they  were  not  surprised  at  the  re¬ 
jection.  In  a  preliminary  vote 
taken  one  month  before,  only  one 
group,  the  Women’s  Pentagon 
Action,  had  voted  “yes”  and  not 
without  qualifying  remarks. 

S/M  dykes  and  their  supporters 
believe  that  many  women  in  the 
projects  were  not  voting  on  the 
question  presented  to  them  in  Sep¬ 
tember.  “Can  this  group  meet 
here?”  was  readily  transformed 
into,  “Do  1  support  feminist  les¬ 
bians  involvement  in  s/m?” 


Some  project  members  insisted 
that  their  opposition  was  not  a  re¬ 
flection  of  their  own  feelings 
about  s/m,  but  rather  of  their  con¬ 
cern  for  the  feelings  of  women 
who  have  been  sexually  assaulted 
and  come  to  the  center  for  coun¬ 
seling.  These  women,  new  to  fem¬ 
inism,  might  be  frightened  or  turn¬ 
ed  off  by  the  sight  of  leather  and 
dog  collars,  some  said. 

Women  who  fear  or  hate  s/m 
dykes  are  bigots  whose  prejudice 
should  be  challenged,  not  protect¬ 
ed,  replied  the  s/m  women.  They 
have  pointed  out  that  women 
would  not  cater  to  intractable 
racists  or  anti — Semites  by  keeping 
women  of  color  or  Jewish  women 
out  of  the  center. 

Other  s/mwomenwho  were  out 
in  the  early  days  of  the  “second 
wave  of  feminism”  said  the  re¬ 
marks  of  some  of  the  project  rep¬ 
resentatives  gave  them  a  feeling  of 
deja  vu.  Ten  years  ago,  straight 
feminists  told  lesbians  that  their 
sexuality  was  personal  and  not  pol¬ 
itical,  and  frightening  or  offensive 
to  others. 

Most  women  at  the  November 
meeting,  not  only  those  who  could 
vote,  do  not  believe  that  the  center 
should  open  its  doors  to  women  of 
all  political  persuasions  just 
becaue  they  are  women.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  some  women  said  they  would 
not  welcome  abortion  foes  and 
other  anti-feminists  into  the 
center.  Another  facetiously  asked 
whether  s/m  women  think  a  wom¬ 
en’s  caucus  of  the  Ku  Klux  Klan  or 
a  pro-nuke  group  should  be  given 
space  at  the  center. 

In  response  to  this,  Byrna  Aron¬ 
son,  who  was  present  to  support 
the  s/m  group,  said  that  no  other 
group  “is  asked  to  go  through  this 
kind  of  scrutiny  about  their  femin¬ 
ism  —  on  the  issues  of  racism, 
classism  or  anti-semitism  —  al¬ 
though  projects  have  been  critic¬ 
ized  for  these  things  in  the  past.” 

Mimo  Davis,  a  member  of  the 
Women  of  Color  group  which 
meets  at  the  center  said,  “Each 


and  every  group  here  tonight  could 
go  out  and  write  a  statement  about 
what  is  political  and  what  is  femin¬ 
ist.  You’d  kick  out  all  of  them.” 
Davis  added  that  although  her 
group  is  not  a  women’s  center  pro¬ 
ject  and  therefore  does  not  have  a 
vote,  the  members  “wanted  to  go 
on  record  as  supporting  the  s/m 
group’s  meeting  here  .  .  .  because 
they  are  a  sexual  minority.” 

The  close  scrutiny  under  which 
the  s/m  group’s  philosophy  is  be¬ 
ing  placed  betrays  an  anti-sexual 
bias  on  the  part  of  the  feminists  at 
the  center,  many  s/m  dykes  have 
contended.  “Egalitarian,  side-by- 
slde,  handholding  sex  is  all  they 
can  stomach,”  ReaRae  Sears  said 
after  the  October  meeting. 

Other  women  have  asked, 
“What’s  wrong  with  that?”  And 
Betsy  Warrior,  a  long-time 
feminist  activist  and  member  of 
the  project  which  produces  the 
Battered  Women’s  Directory,  call¬ 
ed  s/m  “The  epitome  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  with  human  relationships.” 

Given  the  complexity  of  the 
issues  involved  —  sexuality,  inter¬ 
nalized  misogyny,  consent,  pain 
and  pleasure  —  it  is  perhaps 
understandable  that  a  vote  about 
whether  a  group  can  have  a  space 
to  explore  their  sadomasochistic 
feelings  would  become  a  vote 
about  whether  they  should  be  ex¬ 
ploring  them.  And  certainly  all 
women’s  feelings  about  the  issue 
demand  consideration.  Besides, 
no  one  can  be  forced  to  change  her 
beliefs,  her  definition  of  feminism. 

Nevertheless,  insist  s/m  dykes 
and  their  supporters,  their  feelings 
and  political  beliefs  have  been 
callously  overridden.  Many  s/m 
group  members  said  that  a  non- 
consensual  sadomasochistic 
dynamic  existed  between  the 
women  from  the  center  and  those 
in  the  s/m  group;  the  voting  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  center  had  something 
the  s/m  dykes  wanted  and,  accor¬ 
ding  to  one  s/m  dyke,  “they  [the 
women  at  the  center)  power- 
played  with  it,  keeping  us  waiting 


and  requiring  us  to  write  about 
how  s/m  is  a  feminist  issue.  All  the 
time  they’re  talking  about  egalitar¬ 
ian  relationships  and  how  bad  s/m 

is. ”  Those  in  a  position  of 
[relative]  power,  whether  backed 
by  a  resource  like  a  building  or  by  a 
(relatively)  established  phil¬ 
osophy,  need  to  vigilantly  guard 
against  using  that  power  to  censor 
or  oppress  fringe  groups. 

Libby  Bouvier  of  CORE  said 
she  knows  of  no  project  whose 
members  did  not  in  good  faith  dis¬ 
cuss  or  read  about  s/m  in  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  better  understand  it. 
However,  Meredith  Smith  of  the 
Women’s  Pentagon  Action  said, 
“This  was  a  consensus  decision 
made  for  expediency.  It  wasn’t  on 
our  agenda  to  look  at  it  at  length. 
When  setting  up  a  [new]  decision 
making  process,  we  have  to  keep 
this  [the  fact  that  we  have  other 
work  to  do]  in  mind.” 

A  woman  associated  with  the 
Battered  Women’s  Handbook 
project  said  that,  although  she  is 
“not  ignorant”  about  s/m,  she 
could  not  understand  why  some 
women  think  it  is  a  political  issue. 
She  added,  “The  next  thing  you’ll 
want  is  chambers  down  in  the 
basement.”  During  the  response 
to  her  question  about  why  s/m  is 
considered  by  some  to  be  political, 
the  woman  left  the  room. 

In  their  efforts  to  be  fair,  to 
share  power  rather  than  to  abuse 

it,  women  at  the  center  are  cur¬ 
rently  thwarted  by  their  existing 
decision-making  policy,  some  feel. 
It  is  an  inherently  conservative  one 
which  ensures  that  a  lot  of  discus¬ 
sion  will  take  place  before  a 
change  is  made,  but  one  which  also 
offers  no  protection  to  feminists 
whose  ideas  and  feelings  are  new 
and  not  yet  understood,  said  Beryl 
Hoffstein,  a  member  of  the  newly 
formed  s/m  group,  Urania. 

As  the  policy  stands  now,  all 
project  representatives  must  ap¬ 
prove  the  petition  of  any  group 
which  wants  to  meet  at  the  center. 
Although  the  representatives  may 


not  drop  the  issue  until  all  have 
agreed  on  whether  or  not  to  accept 
the  new  group,  anything  short  of  a 
“yes”  consensus  is  all  the  same  to 
the  petitioners:  they  still  cannot 
meet  at  the  women’s  center. 

Women  with  votes  at  the  center 
could  greatly  decrease  the  amount 
of  power  they  hold  over  women  in 
petitioning  groups  by  changing  the 
policy  so  that  any  group  would 
automatically  be  accepted,  barring 
scheduling  problems,  unless  the 
project  representatives  were  to  ar¬ 
rive  at  a  “no”  consensus.  Hoffstein 
and  others  believe  that  this  would 
tip  the  balance  against  the  status 
quo  in  favor  of  continual  change. 

Charlotte  Laffin,  a  CORE 
member  who  supported  the  s/m 
group,  said  that  at  the  next  busi¬ 
ness  meeting  the  staff  and  projects 
representatives  will  discuss  con¬ 
sensus.  Laffin  said  she  is  hopeful 
that  something  constructive  will 
“come  out  of  this  whole  mess.” 

Laffin  added  that  the  controver¬ 
sy  had  polarized  such  a  large  num¬ 
ber  of  the  feminists  at  the  center 
that  “a  discussion  is  still  impossible 
....  I  don’t  think  there’s  any 
political  dialogue  that’s  gone  on 
that  isn’t  based  in  emotion  and  gut 
reaction.” 

The  “no”  consensus  has  given 
the  community  the  false  impres¬ 
sion  that  women  at  the  center  are 
untied  in  opposition  to  the  s/m 
group’s  meeting  there.  In  fact, 
many  women  in  the  projects  felt 
strongly  that  the  s/m  dyke  group 
should  meet  at  the  center.  Four 
out  of  seven  members  of  CORE 
favored  the  group’s  meeting  at  the 
center,  said  Laffin,  and  the  Rape 
Crisis  Center,  which  has  25  to  30 
members,  was  “just  about  split,” 
according  to  Aileen  O’Neill. 
Also, some  of  the  groups  which 
voted  against  the  s/m  group’s 
involvement  at  the  center 
represented  tiny  projects  like 
Woman  Against  Violence  Against 
Women  which  has  four  members 
and  the  Battered  Women’s  Hand-

Dear  GOV, 

I  think  you  did  your  readers  a  disservice  when 
you  published  Shelly  Ettinger’s  “Speaking  Out” 
column  on  the  middle  east.  This  issue  raises 
strong  emotions.  It  requires  special  carefulness 
with  the  facts  and  special  sensitivity  to  the  sit¬ 
uation  of  all  the  region’s  peoples.  Ettinger  shows 
neither. 

Ettinger  is  mistaken  when  she  says  that  after 
the  Second  World  War  “the  U.S.  and  Britain  ful¬ 
ly  joined  hands  with  Zionism.”  In  1947-48  the 
British  government  advocated  a  single,  binational 
Palestinian  state,  opposed  the  UN  partition  plan 
and  refused  to  hand  the  administration  over  to 
the  new  Jewish  state  in  the  reas  the  UN  allocated 
to  it.  The  US  recognized  Israel  only  after  a  bitter 
fight  within  the  State  Department.  The  weapons 
that  ensured  Israel’s  survival  came  mostly,  not 
from  Britain  of  the  US,  but  from  Czechoslo¬ 
vakia.  The  Egyptian  revolution  of  1952  brought 
Israel  together  with  Britain  and  France,  but  not 
with  the  US;  when  Israel  occupied  the  Sinai  with 
British  and  French  backing  in  1956,  US  condem¬ 
nation  and  pressure  secured  Israeli  withdrawal. 
Full  US  support  for  Israeli  expansionism  came 
later. 

Many  hundreds  of  thousands  of  Palestinian 
Arabs  did  flee  Israeli  territory  in  1948-49,  some 
terrorized  by  the  Israeli  army  or  paramilitary 
groups,  some  urged  by  Arab  governments.  Those 
Arabs  that  remain  in  Israel  suffer  from  racism 
and  denial  of  civil  rights,  particularly  the  right  to 
buy  land  and  privileges  that  go  with  military  ser¬ 
vice.  However,  given  that  there  were  only  160,000 
Arabs  left  in  Israel  in  1949  and  that  over  600,000 
live  there  today,  Ettinger’s  statement  that  “more 
than  one  million  have  been  expelled  by  the  Israeli 
government”  since  1949  seems  bizarre.  Israeli 
Arabs  can  in  fact  “elect  their  own  governmental 
representatives”  (though  Arabs  in  the  occupied 
territories  cannot):  there  are  Arabs  elected  by 
Arab  votes  in  the  Israeli  parliament  today,  as 
there  have  always  been,  including  several  com¬ 
munists.  Arabs  are  also  members  of  Israeli  trade 
unions,  contrary  to  what  Ettinger  says. 

Sephardic  Jews,  strictly  speaking,  are  Jews 
who  trace  their  ancestry  back  to  Spain  before  the 
expulsion  of  1492.  Most  Jews  of  African  or  Asian 
origin  in  Israel  are  not  Sephardim,  though  they 
are  sometimes  called  Sephardim  to  distinguish 
them  from  the  central  and  eastern  European 
Ashkenazim.  Nor  do  these  Asian  and  African 
Jews  consider  themselves  “Arabs”;  most  fled 
Arab  countries  under  threats  from  anti-semitic 
mobs,  governments  or  both.  They  do  experience 
racism  in  Israel;  nonetheless,  although  a  Jewish 
anti-racist  party  allied  with  the  communists  ex¬ 
ists,  most  of  these  Jews  vote  instead  for  Begin’s 
Likud  bloc. 

Ettinger’s  strangest  assertions  have  to  do  with 
the  role  of  oil.  She  says  that  with  Israel’s  creation 
in  1948  “the  struggle  of  the  Arab  masses  for  self- 
determination  —  and  for  control  of  their  oil 
resources  —  was  to  be  contained.”  In  fact,  in 
1948  the  Arab  world  was  dominated  by  reaction¬ 
ary  monarchies  —  in  Egypt,  Jordan,  Saudi 
Arabia  and  the  Persian  Gulf  states  —  allied  with 
US  and  British  imperialism,  friendly  with  the  oil 
companies  and  hostile  to  the  creation  of  Israel. 
Since  then  a  revolution  has  overthrown  the  Egyp¬ 
tian  monarchy,  but  a  new,  pro-US  regime  has 
emerged  in  its  place;  the  pro-imperialist,  pro-oil 
company  regimes  in  Jordan,  Saudi  Arabia  and 
the  Gulf  states  are  still  there.  They  still  oppose 
Israel.  The  oil  companies  fight  consistently  to  tilt 
US  policy  away  from  Israel  toward  Saudi  Arabia. 
Granted,  they  have  lost  out;  US  support  for  Israel 
is  still  massive.  Granted,  the  Israeli  government 
supports  many  reactionary  regimes,  particularly 
in  Latin  America  and  South  Africa;  but  how  it 
has  supported  governments  or  oil  companies  in 
countries  like  Saudi  Arabia,  which  still  do  not 
recognized  its  existence,  escapes  me.  On  the  con¬ 
trary,  Israel  went  so  far  as  to  support  Soviet- 
backed  Ethiopia  against  US-  and  Saudi-backed 
Somalia  and  Eritrea  to  keep  the  Red  Sea  from 
becoming  an  “Arab  lake”  —  whatever  imperial¬ 
ism  and  the  oil  companies  wanted.  Things  get 
complicated. 

1  am  a  gay  Jew  who  supports  the  PLO  and  the 
Palestinian  struggle  —  a  struggle  which,  since 
1969  at  least,  is  directed  against  Israeli  expan¬ 
sionism.  I  want  a  just  peace  in  the  middle  east  — 
which  I  believe  will  require  honesty  and  thought, 
not  just  ignorant  righteousness.  I  also  want  to 
defeat  anti-semitism  —  which  1  believe  will  re¬ 
quire  attention  to  its  structural  causes  and  its  ef¬ 
fects  of  all  of  us,  not  just  “taking  the  road  of 
struggle.”  And  1  want  over  three  million  Palesti¬ 
nian  Jews,  as  well  as  over  four  million  Palestinian 
Arabs,  to  have  their  existence,  their  history,  their 
rights  and  their  state  recognized  —  with  care  and 
justice.

“originals” 

To  the  Editor; 

I  remember  Jil  Clark’s  (GOV,  Nov.  27,  “No 
Nukes!  No  Queers?”)  involvement  in  the  Sea- 
brook  anti-nuke  demonstrations.  But  her  claim 
that  LUNA  was  the  first  dyke  affinity  group  in 
the  Clamshell  Alliance  is  flat  out  wrong.  She  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  1979  demonstration.  Two  years 
before  that,  in  1977,  an  all-Lesbian  affinity  group 
with  five  members  from  New  Hampshire  and  one 
from  New  York  hiked  onto  the  Seabrook  plant 
property  and  were  arrested  wearing  lavender 
“Dykes  Against  Nukes”  t-shirts.  (We  originated 
that  name,  by  the  way.)  That  was  me  in  the  top 
left  photo,  wearing  the  same  shirt  two  years  later. 
(I  would  have  appreciateda  warning  that  my  pic¬ 
ture  was  going  to  be  there.) 

We  began  as  an  all-woman  affinity  group,  not 
intending  to  remain  exclusively  Lesbian.  The 
Clamshell  coordinators  seemed  startled  even  by 
that.  As  our  group  identity  became  firm,  we  made 
strong  statements  about  why  nuclear  power  was  a 
women’s  issue  and  lobbied  against  sexist  publicity 
put  out  by  Clamshell.  Because  most  of  us  were 
separatists,  we  asked  for — and  got — assignment 
to  a  route  that  had  at  least  one  woman  coordina¬ 
tor.  It  was  frightening  for  us  as  Lesbian  separa¬ 
tists  to  choose  to  participate  in  what  was  then  a 
sexist-male-dominated  group  action. 

As  we  waited  at  the  staging  area,  we  prepared 
ourselves  as  Amazon  warriors:  we  cut  each 
other’s  hair  and  lettered  our  shirts,  donning  them 
like  psychic  armor.  Word  was  along  that  a 
woman  from  New  York  would  only  occupy  if  she 
could  join  the  ‘  ‘all  woman”  group.  We  welcomed 
her  and  she  beamed  when  she  saw  by  our  t-shirts 
that  we  weren’t  “a  straight  ladies’  group”  from 
NOW. 

Some  stories  from  that  action: 

At  the  “spokes”  meeting  the  morning  we  were 
to  enter  the  Seabrook  property,  a  man  demanded 
that  we  remove  our  t-shirts,  saying  that  it  wasn’t 
good  PR,  that  he  didn’t  want  to  “confuse”  the 
nuke  issue  with  “other  causes”  (read  “Queers”). 
Other  “spokes”  leaped  to  defend  our  right  to 
identify  ourselves  however  we  chose. 

A  woman  asked  us  if  “Dyke”  was  the  name  of 
the  town  we  were  from. 

At  Seabrook,  and  later  in  the  Manchester  Ar¬ 
mory,  we  held  women’s  meetings.  Both  Lesbians 
and  hetero  women,  all  of  whom  were  in  mixed  af¬ 
finity  groups  (few  of  the  Lesbians  were  “out”  to 
their  groups)  expressed  a  need  for  support  to  con¬ 
front  the  sexism  in  their  groups.  They  told  us  they 
were  encouraged  and  empowereed  by  our  out¬ 
spokenness. 


The  Dykes  Against  Nukes  affinity  group  auth¬ 
ored  and  presented  the  most  radical  proposal 
about  how  to  deal  with  the  authorities:  that  we 
should  occupy  the  armories,  not  recognizing  the 
validity  of  our  arrests,  until  all  of  us  were  released 
without  charges,  rather  than  make  any  legal  deals 
with  the  patriarchal  court  system.  This  proposal 
was  voted  down  (we  could  not  reach  consensus) 
under  a  false  time  pressure  created  by  the  man 
who  was  acting  as  liaison  to  the  legal  team.  We 
agreed  not  to  block  consensus  on  the  alternative 
proposal. 

A  typical  response  by  hetero  men  to  us:  A  tall 
man  who  had  marched  in  playing  the  bagpipes 
came  to  three  of  us  in  a  food  line,  saying,  “You 
know,  I  really  had  a  hard  time  with  you  people  be¬ 
ing  here,  but  I’m  beginning  to  open  up.  You’ve 
taught  me  to  respect  your  point  of  view.  ”  Then  he 
insisted  on  hugging  us,  betraying  that  he  didn’t 
understand  our  woman-oriented  space  and  that 
he  wanted  us  to  pat  him  on  the  back  for  being  so 
liberal. 

We  got  no  support  from  the  gay  and  Lesbian 
community  at  large.  I  remember  only  one  gay 
man  who  made  himself  known  to  us  as  a  demon¬ 
strator.  Our  closest  friends  were  Lesbian 
separatists  who  criticized  our  involvement  in 
what  they  saw  as  “boys’  war  games.” 

We  left  the  Armory  after  eight  days,  exhausted, 
burned  out,  and  physically  sick.  Four  of  us  got 
out  on  “Personal  Recognizance.”  We  posted 
$100  bail  for  our  friend  from  New  York,  and  one 
woman  stayed  to  the  end.  I  almost  lost  my  job 
and  ended  up  leaving  New  Hampshire  within  a 
month  as  a  direct  result  of  the  Seabrook  action. 

I  hope  I’ve  straightened  out  this  bit  of  Dyke 
Herstory.  I  was  there  with  another  Lesbian  affinir 
ty  group  in  1979  and  took  part  in  writing  the  state¬ 
ment  that  was  eventually  read  from  the  stage. 
That  year  our  banner  said  “DYKE  POWER” 
with  wind,  sun  and  waves. 

Thanks  for  the  space.  If  you  publish  this  letter, 
you  can  cut  it  (but  I  hope  you’ll  keep  a  story  or 
two  to  keep  the  flavor).  I  haven’t  been  to  a  no 
nuke  demo  in  three  years,  partly  from  burn-out, 
but  also  because  I’m  not  convinced  that  letting 
the  government  lock  us  up  and  subject  us  to  sur¬ 
veillance  and  legal  (not  to  mention  illegal)  har¬ 
assment  is  a  constructive  use  of  our  energies.

An  open  letter 
to  the  gay  community 
on  hepatitis  B 


Hepatitis  B,  a  serious  disease, 

may  be  sexually  transmitted 

Sexually  transmitted  diseases  among  the 
gay  community  are  epidemic.  Herpes  has 
recently  received  a  lot  of  attention; 
gonorrhea  and  syphilis  are  well  known; 
but  the  Centers  for  Disease  Control 
(CDC)  recently  issued  a  major 
recommendation  for  the  prevention  of 
another  sexually  transmitted  disease: 
Hepatitis  B.  In  their  Morbidity  and 
Mortality  Weekly  Report,  the  CDC  stated: 
“Susceptible  homosexually  active  males 
should  be  vaccinated  [against  hepatitis  B] 
regardless  of  their  age  or  duration  of  their 
homosexual  practices.” 

Gay  men  are  at  a  high  risk  of 

contracting  hepatitis  B 

In  one  study,  from  51%  to  76%  of  3,816 
gay  men  seen  in  five  sexually  transmitted 
disease  clinics  had  evidence  of  past  or 
present  hepatitis  B  infection.  Once 
infected,  there’s  a  6%  to  10%  chance  of 
becoming  a  carrier— capable  of  passing 
on  the  virus.  The  CDC  estimated  there 
are  nearly  1  million  carriers  in  the  United 
States  and  that  100,000  of  these  carriers 
are  gay  men. 


The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be 
passed  on  by  contact  with 
contaminated  body  fluids 

such  as  saliva,  urine,  semen,  and  blood. 
The  hepatitis  B  virus  can  be  transmitted 
through  tiny  breaks  in  the  skin  or  contact 
with  mucous  membranes.  This  can  occur 
during  intimate  sexual  contact  and  can 
lead  to  hepatitis  B  for  the  partner  of  an 
infected  person.  Although  most  patients 
recover  and  over  half  contracting 
hepatitis  B  do  not  get  symptoms,  there  is 
no  specific  treatment  and  no  known  cure 
for  hepatitis  B  infections. 

Hepatitis  B  may  lead  to  even 
more  serious  complications 

For  those  who  do  get  symptoms  of 
hepatitis  B,  a  mild  or  severe  “flu-like” 
sickness  may  continue  for  weeks  or 
months.  Ten  percent  of  all  infections 
become  long  lasting  (chronic)  with 
potential  complications  that  are 
sometimes  more  serious  than  those  of 
other  sexually  transmitted  diseases.  The 
serious  complications  include  the  chronic 
carrier  state,  chronic  active  hepatitis, 
chronic  persistent  hepatitis,  cirrhosis,  and 
even  cancer  of  the  liver.  Every  year 
almost  4,000  carriers  die  of  cirrhosis.  In 
addition,  carriers  have  a  risk  273  times 
greater  than  that  of  the  general 
population  of  contracting  a  usually  fatal 
form  of  liver  cancer. 


Now  this  serious  sexually 
transmitted  disease  is  usually 
preventable  by  vaccination  with 
the  new  hepatitis  B  vaccine 

After  more  than  a  decade  of  research  and 
development,  a  new  vaccine  is  available 
for  prevention,  not  treatment,  of  hepatitis 
B.  In  clinical  studies,  the  vaccine  was 
highly  effective  in  preventing  hepatitis  B 
infection  and  was  generally  well 
tolerated.  No  serious  adverse  reactions 
occurred  in  these  studies. 

The  vaccination  regimen  consists  of  a 
series  of  three  injections,  the  first  two  a 
month  apart  and  the  third,  six  months 
after  the  first.  To  be  effective,  the  vaccine 
must  be  given  before  a  person  gets 
hepatitis  B.  The  vaccine  helps  prevent  the 
disease:  It  is  not  effective  as  a  treatment. 

We  suggest  that  you  consult  your  doctor 
to  determine  if  you  should  be  vaccinated.

Why  you  should  consult  your  doctor  or  clinic 

The  vaccine  helps  protea  against  infeaion  caused  by 
hepatitis  B  virus.  This  virus  is  an  important  cause  of  viral 
hepatitis,  a  disease  mainly  of  the  liver.  Even  mild  forms  of 
this  disease  may  lead  to  serious  complications  and 
aftereffeas,  including  liver  cancer.  There  is  no  specific 
treatment  for  viral  hepatitis. 

Vaccination  is  recommended  for  persons  who  have  a 
higher  risk  of  becoming  infeaed  with  hepatitis  B  virus 
because  of  frequent,  close  contaa  with  infeaed  people  or 
exposure  to  body  fluids  from  such  people.  It  will  not 


protea  against  hepatitis  caused  by  viruses  other  than 
hepatitis  B  virus. 

No  serious  adverse  reaaions  were  reported  in  over 
6,000  individuals  receiving  the  vaccine  in  clinical  trials. 
The  most  frequent  reaaion  was  soreness  at  the  point  of 
injeaion;  less  common  local  reaaions  included  redness, 
swelling,  warmth,  or  formation  of  a  hard,  lumplike  spot. 
The  local  efifeas  were  usually  mild  and  lasted  no  more 
than  2  days  after  vaccination.  Occasionally,  low-grade 
fever  (less  than  101  °F)  occurred.  When  it  did,  it  usually 
lasted  no  longer  than  48  hours  following  vaccination.  In 


rare  cases,  fever  over  102  °F  was  reported. 

More  generalized  complaints  including  malaise, 
fatigue,  headache,  nausea,  dizziness,  muscle  pain,  and 
joint  pain  were  reported  infrequently.  Rash  was  reported 
rarely.  As  with  any  vaccine,  broad  use  may  reveal 
additional  adverse  reaaions. 

Your  doaor  or  clinic  knows  what  special  care  must 
be  taken  when  administering  the  vaccine  and  in 
determining  who  should  receive  the  vaccine.  The  vaccine 
is  not  intended  for  persons  who  are  allergic  to  any  of  its 
components.

The  Impact  of  Homosexual  Sen¬ 
sibility  on  Mainstream  Culture 

A  pane l  discussion  with  Edmund 
White,  Kate  Millet,  Bertha  Harris, 
Arthur  Bell,  Jeff  Weinstein,  Vito 
Russo,  and  Jim  Fouratt. 

At  the  New  School,  New  York 
City,  November  29,  1982.

It  has  been  almost  20  years  since 
Susan  Sontag,  in  her  now-legen¬ 
dary  “Notes  on  Camp,”  labelled 
the  two  pioneering  forces  of 
modern  trste  and  sensibility  as 
“Jewish  moral  seriousness”  and 
“homosexual  aestheticism  and 
irony.”  Sontag  did  concede  that 
the  notion  of  sensibility  was  “al¬ 
most,  but  not  quite,  ineffable.” 
So  when  seven  New  York  gay 
male  and  lesbian  cultural  figures 
came  together  to  discuss  “The  Im¬ 
pact  of  Homosexual  Sensibility  on 
Contemporary  Culture,”  they 
proved  Sontag  right  in  at  least  one 
respect:  they  had  seven  very 
different  ideas  as  to  what  “homo¬ 
sexual  sensibility”  was,  whether 
in  fact  it  existed  at  all,  and  what 
its  impact  might  be. 

The  November  29  discussion, 
held  at  the  New  School  and  at¬ 
tended  by  close  to  200  people,  was 
an  offshoot  of  the  New  Museum’s 
exhibit  of  gay  art  called  “Extend¬ 
ed  Sensibilities.”  A  week  before,  a 


panel  of  art  world  luminaries  had 
held  forth  on  whether  or  not  there 
was  a  “homosexual  aesthetic”  in 
contemporary  art.  For  this  second 
symposium,  you  probably 
couldn’t  have  found  a  more  inter¬ 
esting  or  varied  group  of  panel¬ 
ists.  Edmund  White,  author  of  A 
Boy’s  Own  Story  was  there.  So 
was  Kate  Millett,  author  of  Sexual 
Politics,  Sita,  and  Flying.  Bertha 
Harris,  author  of  the  novel 
Lover,  was  the  moderator.  The 
Village  Voice  contributed  writers 
Arthur  Bell  and  Jeff  Weinstein. 
Vito  Russo,  author  of  The  Cellu¬ 
loid  Closet,  and  Jim  Fouratt,  act¬ 
ivist  and  musical  impressario, 
rounded  out  the  group. 

It  was  a  discussion  that  lasted 
almost  two  and  a  half  hours  and 
was  by  turns  fascinating  and  ex¬ 
asperating  but  never  dull.  The  in¬ 
tellectual  artillery  was  sometimes 
so  formidable  and  the  points  of 
view  continually  so  diverse  that 
Arthur  Bell  said  he  was  “ravaged 
by  intelligence.”  Bertha  Harris 
found  herself  “rendered  speech¬ 
less”  by  the  proceedings  and  then 
went  on  to  render  everyone  else 
speechless  with  her  wit  and  in¬ 
cisiveness. 

Edmund  White,  quoting  panel 
member  Jeff  Weinstein,  provided 
the  guiding  paradox  of  the  even¬ 
ing — “There  is  no  gay  sensibility 


and  it  has  a  tremendous  impact.” 
White  argued  that  the  current  gay 
culture  has  little  or  nothing  to  do 
with  homosexuality  of  ancient 
Greece  or  even  of  the  last  century. 
Having  made  these  disclaimers,  he 
went  on  to  isolate  four  pervasive 
elements  of  contemporary  gay 
taste.  These  were  “ornament,  an 
oblique  angle  of  vision,  fantasy 
and  theatricality,  and  identifica¬ 
tion  with  the  underdog.”  White 
contrasted  the  spare,  “chastened” 
Hemingwayesque  school  of 
straight  writing  with  gay  writers 
like  Proust  (and  Edmund  White, 
too)  who  were  “free  to  indulge  in 
ornament.” 

Bertha  Harris  tried  to  broaden 
the  definition  of  gay  sensibility 
even  further,  taking  it  so  far  that 
she  almost  left  the  “homosexual” 
element  behind  in  the  dust. 
Homosexual  sensibility,  she  con¬ 
tended,  was  something  that  has 
always  been  present  in  art  and 
essentially  means  the  transforma¬ 
tion  of  the  “real  into  the  fabu¬ 
lous.”  What  she  called  heterosex¬ 
ual  art  (not  always  practiced  by 
heterosexuals)  was  art  that  “en¬ 
courages  things  to  happen  in  use¬ 
ful  ways.”  It  was  “correct  think¬ 
ing,”  a  contribution  to  society 
that  was  usually  manifested  in 
social  realism.  By  contrast,  gay 
sensibility  took  risks  and  engaged 


itself  in  “acting  in  useless  ways, 
perverting  nature,  and  freezing  ex¬ 
tremism  into  hyperbole.”  She 
went  on  to  list  a  number  of  gay 
and  non-gay  writers  who  fell  into 
her  conception  of  “making  things 
queer,”  ranging  from  Lois  Gould, 
author  of  A  Sea  Change  and  La 
Presidenta  to  Flannery  O’Connor 
“who  knew  a  freak  when  she  saw 
one.” 

Kate  Millet  was  really  the  only 
panelist  who  attempted  to  differ¬ 
entiate  between  a  gay  male  sensib¬ 
ility  and  a  lesbian  one.  While  ad¬ 
mitting  that  the  influence  of  les¬ 
bian  sensibility  within  the  larger 
culture  was  “zilch,”  she  did  see  it 
as  having  some  consequence 
within  the  smaller  world  of  the 
woman’s  movement.  There,  the 
most  influential  aspects  of  the  les¬ 
bian  sensibility  were  autonomy 
and  independence  (particularly 
economic  independence).  “There 
is  something  wonderful  in  the  im¬ 
pact  of  the  dyke,”  she  said. 
“With  the  wrong  kind  of  haircut 
and  a  pea-coat,  she  is  terrifying. 
She  is  the  female  warrior  in  rebel¬ 
lion,  with  tremendous  and 
wonderful  courage.” 

Other  panelists  argued  that  the 
ghetoization  and  closetedness  of 
gay  men  and  lesbians  have  pre¬ 
cluded  the  development  of  any

book  project,  which  has  even 

fewer. 


Following  the  vote  at  the 
November  meeting,  Byrna  Aron¬ 
son  told  the  women  from  the  cen¬ 
ter  projects,  “1  don’t  think  you 
realize  how  many  of  us  came  here 
tonight  because  we  care  about  the 
women’s  center.  We  may  not  have 
been  here  since  last  year,  but  we 
want  to  know  it’s  here  for  us. 

She  continued,  “I’d  like  you  to 
think  about  whether  when  times  get 
rough  we  are  the  people  you  want 
to  keep  out.  1  send  my  monthly 
checks.  When  there’s  trouble,  I 
come  here.  1  don’t  believe  you 
don’t  want  us  here.  What  1  feel  is 
that  you’d  like  us  in  the  closet.  As 
long  as  1  leave  my  gear  home  and 
talk  about  anything  else,  it’s 


okay.” 

Another  woman  who  is  not 
affiliated  with  the  s/m  groups  said 
that  women  who  voted  “no”  have 
misunderstood  what  s/m  feminists 
are  doing:  “You  say  you  have  im¬ 
portant  business  and  you  need  the 
space  to  do  that.  These  women  are 
saying,  ‘We  have  important  busi¬ 


ness  —  the  business  of  getting 
straight  about  what  is  in  our 
hearts.  We  aren’t  against  you.  We 
are  with  you  in  this  important 
work.’”  She  continued,  “1  think 
we  do  translate  images  of  violence 
and  abuse  into  pleasure  and 
eroticism.  I  think  s/m  is  one  way 
we  deal  with  that.  The  more  we

The  1982  New  York  Gay  Film  Festival

The  Fourth  New  York  Gay  Film 
Festival 

December  1-7 

Gra mercy  Theatre,  127  East  23 
Street,  New  York  City 
By  Peg  Byron 

At  dusk  most  days  in  the  first 
week  of  December,  I  was  walking 
across  23rd  Street  from  Chelsea  to 
the  Grammercy  Theatre.  By  Park 
Avenue  it  would  be  dark  already, 
and  the  marquee  lights  announc¬ 
ing  the  Fourth  New  York  Gay  Film 
Festival  would  be  bright  against 
the  winter  sky.  Fd  hurry  because 
there  was  usually  a  line  that  went 
half  way  around  the  block,  and 
missing  the  wait  in  line  was  as  bad 
as  missing  the  first  scene  in  the 
film.  (Such  is  the  quantity  of 
lesbian  night  life  in  NYC.) 

For  seventeen  different  gay  film 
programs  that  week,  some  8,000 
lesbians  and  gays  passed  under  the 
bold  marquee,  festival  director 
Peter  Lowy  estimates.  For  all  this 
traffic  there  was  one  incident  of 
near  violence:  a  heavy  bottle  was 
dropped  from  above  the  theatre 
exit  on  Saturday  night,  breaking  a 
car’s  windshield.  The  attendance  is 
not  surprising  since  the  festival 
program  in  intentionaly  eclectic, 
with  something  for  everyone  to 
love  and  hate. 

This  included  the  American  pre¬ 
miere  of  films  loosely  connected  to 
a  series  called  “Sleezy  Berlin”  by 
the  German  filmmaker  Lothar 
Lambert,  .  who  was  present  after 
one  screening  (I  think  it  was 
Nightmare  Woman)  to  talk  to  the 
audience.  Reportedly,  many  were 
hissing  as  the  film  ended  and  when 
the  lights  came  up,  there  was 
Lothar  at  the  front  of  the  theatre. 
Then  (presumably  other)  people 
applauded.  After  answering  a 
couple  of  easy  questions,  he  smiled 
and  asked  to  hear  from  the  people 
who  were  hissing  (“is  that  what 
you  call  it?”).  The  criticisms  were 
like  those  1  would  make  of  the  only 
Lambert  film  I  saw,  Berlin 
Harlem:  how  could  he  show  such 
bigotted,  stupid  behavior  and  not 
comment  on  it? 

His  comments,  perhaps,  lie  in 
the  one-sidedness  and  desolation 
of  his  characters.  They  are  not 
heroes  just  because  they  are  Black, 
gay,  female;  within  their  dry,  ur¬ 
ban  setting  however,  an  intense 
frustration  builds.  Berlin-Harlem 
showed  relentless  racism,  includ¬ 
ing  from  the  so-called  friends  of  a 
black  ex-GI  in  Berlin,  without  put¬ 
ting  its  central  character  in  a  ‘white 
hat’  either. 

Berlin-Harlem  had  its  humor¬ 
ous  moments.  Fassbinder,  grin¬ 
ning  too  much  to  be  despicable, 
got  a  quick  applause  when  he  ap¬ 
peared  as  an  underground-type 
filmmaker. Another  was  when  our 
ex-GI  stands  by  a  stone  wall,  look¬ 
ing  out  to  sea,  and  a  germanic  Mr. 
Atlas  crawls  over  to  give  him  a 
blow  job.  (Everyone  wants  to  fuck 
this  man.)  Ex-GI  is  both  nervous 
and  turned  on  by  the  scene,  but 
Finally  pulls  away  and  flees, 
leaving  Mr.  Atlas  forlorn  there  on 
his  knees.  The  Film  ends  without 
solving  anyone’s  problems,  but 


sends  the  GI  reluctantly  back  to  his 
wife  in  the  US,  leaving  the  crazy 
Germans  behind. 

The  solid  stereotyping  of  every 
single  character  was  tiresome.  I 
didn’t  enjoy  it,  but  now  I  look 
back  on  the  film  as  more  daring 
than  any  of  the  better  entertaining 
ones  I  saw. 

Lowy,  who  works  solo  putting 
the  festival  together,  explained 
giving  so  much  time  to  Lombart 
films:  “1  realized  we’re  dealing 
with  the  work  of  a  gay  artist  and  a 
good  one  and  a  person  who  re¬ 
veals  things  you  never  see  in  other 
Films.  He  plays  it  all  out  in  front 
of  you  and  you  can’t  believe  it  and 
he  does.  The  images  stay  with 
you.” 

Many  of  the  films,  in  Lowy’s 
words  didn’t  “prettify  gay  life.” 
That  kind  of  cleaned  up  presenta¬ 
tion  “only  increases  our  own 
sense  of  being  in  the  wrong,”  he 
commented.  “One  of  the  things  I 
tried  to  do  with  the  film  festival 
was  to  indicate  the  breadth  of  the 
communities  in  many  respects  — 
in  terms  of  class,  race,  nationality, 
also  ideologically.  Even  if  I  could, 

I  wouldn’t  have  a  ‘party  line’  fest¬ 
ival.  Fd  rather  have  renegade 
films,  films  that  expose  pain, 
ugliness,  all  the  things  we  may  not 
put  into  publicity  releases  about 
being  gay,  but  they  are  all  things 
we  know,”  he  said. 

This  seemed  to  be  true  of  the 
five  lesbian  films.  Lowy  accur¬ 
ately  described  Depart  to  Arrive 
by  Alexandra  von  Grote  as 
“wholesome.”  It  includes  a  sex 
scene  about  which  most  women 
spoke  highly.  Judging  from  the 
laughter,  a  lot  of  women  could 
also  identify  with  the  central  char¬ 
acter’s  neurotic  behavior  over  the 
break  up  of  a  relationship.  The 
editing  was  a  bit  loose  which  made 
the  film  seem  even  more  timid, 
but  Depart  also  had  some  wry 
humor.  (“I  wanted  to  show  her  I 
couldn’t  be  gotten  rid  of  so  easily. 
1  went  back  to  her  apartment  and 
wouldn’t  leave.”) 

In  the  Beginning  ...  of  the 
End,  The  Moongoddess,  Barbara 
Hammer’s  nine  shorts,  and  three 
(also  short)  films  from  Australia 
were  serious,  with  fairly  explicit 
feminist  statements.  On  the  other 
hand,  Immacolata  and  Concetta, 
directed  by  an  Italian  man,  was 
“about  violent  people,”  Lowy 
said.  Two  women  become  lovers 
while  in  prison  and  one  kills  the 
other  by  the  end  of  the  film. 

Lowy  got  a  lot  of  complaints 
about  this  Film.  One  woman  wrote 
him  that  it  was  not  supportive  to 
“adjusting  to  a  homophobic 
world.”  He  read  me  the  letter  and 
said  he  still  wasn’t  sure  how  to 
answer  it.  Few  films  at  the  festival 
had  central  characters  who-ap- 
peared  at  ease  in  the  world. 

“But  the  women  controlled 
their  own  lives  in  this  film.  They 
were  very  strong,”  Lowy  said.  In 
one  scene,  one  woman  moves  her 
husband’s  bed  to  the  hallway  so 
that  her  girlfriend  can  stay  with 
her.  “It  would  have  been  worse  if

It  is  hard  to  generalize  about  the 
1982  New  York  Gay  Film  Festival. 
The  breadth  of  the  festival  was 
impressive  —  features  and  short 
films  from  Australia,  Germany, 
Spain,  France,  Italy,  Norway, 
Canada,  and  the  US.  Despite 
occasional  lapses,  the  quality  of 
the  films  was  high.  In  fact,  three  of 
them,  The  Deputy,  The  Clinic, 
and  Life  and  Death  (all  reviewed 
below),  are  being  considered  for 
the  prestigious  New  Directors’ 
series,  according  to  festival  dir¬ 
ector,  Peter  Lowy.  This  could  give 
them  a  chance  at  some  kind  of 
nationwide  distribution.  Probably 
the  most  lamentable  aspect  of  the 
festival  was  the  absence  of  Amer¬ 
ican  films.  The  only  full-length  US 
feature  was  Mark  Berger’s  The 
Curse  of  Fred  Astaire,  made  six 
years  ago.  Part  of  the  problem  is 
that  there  is  precious  little  funding 
available  in  the  US  for  indepen¬ 
dent  filmmakers,  let  alone  gay 
filmmakers.  In  Europe,  however, 
both  government  film  boards  and 
state-run  television  in  a  number  of 
countries  offer  funding  for  some 
gay  films.  Peter  Vennerod,  direc¬ 
tor  of  the  Norwegian  feature  Life 
and  Death,  told  a  festival  news 
conference  that  he  received  eighty 
percent  of  his  film’s  funding  from 
state  sources. 

So,  while  you  might  want  to  call 
it  the  1982  New  York  Gay  Foreign 
Film  Festival,  here  is  a  brief  run¬ 
down  of  some  of  the  festival’s 
major  gay  male  films.  Whether 
any  of  these  films  will  be  shown 
commercially  is  questionable,  but 
you  may  be  able  to  catch  some  of 
them  at  special  showings  or 
benefits: 

The  Clinic  is  a  warm  and  good- 
humored  “day  in  the  life”  of  a 
Sydney,  Australia,  VD  clinic.  It 
doesn’t  have  any  real  plot  and  is 
primarily  a  series  of  incidents  in¬ 
volving  a  variety  of  visitors  to  the 
clinic  —  a  man  who  is  terrified  his 
girlfriend  will  find  out  he  has  con¬ 
tracted  gonorrhea  from  a  prosti¬ 
tute,  another  who  is  fired  from  his 
job  because  he  contracts  VD,  a  gay 
patient,  plus  a  couple  of  Chinese 
tourists  who  wander  in  by  mistake. 
The  closest  The  Clinic  gets  to  any 
real  character  development  is  in 
the  relationship  between  a  homo- 
phobic  medical  student,  observing 
at  the  clinic  for  the  day,  and  a  gay 
doctor,  the  most  appealing 
character  in  the  film.  But  because 
of  the  large  number  of  characters, 
few  are  on  screen  very  long  and 
this  includes  the  gay  ones.  So  most 
of  the  movie  is  taken  up  with  the 
problems  of  straight  patients, 
amusing  as  these  may  be.  The 
Clinic  is  extremely  sympathetic  to 
gays  and  to  sex  in  general  and 
treats  VD  as  “a  very  natural 
thing,”  making  light-hearted  fun 
of  those  who  are  still  hung  up 
about  it.  It  milks  its  subject  for  all 
it  is  worth  and  would  probably 
nake  a  great  television  sit-com. 
But  as  a  feature  film,  The  Clinic  is 
a  bit  on  the  thin  side. 

Far  and  away  the  best  film  I  saw 
at  the  festival,  Eloy  de  la  Iglesia’s 
The  Deputy  is  a  taut  and  gripping 
Spanish  political  thriller  about  a 
gay  man  high  in  the  ranks  of  the 
Spanish  Socialist  party.  The  film 
is  set  in  the  early  days  of  the 
party’s  legalization  (it  is  currently 
the  ruling  party  in  Spain),  shortly 
after  the  death  of  Franco.  While 
the  party  has  finally  been  allowed 
to  come  out  of  its  closet,  the  Film’s 
hero,  Socialist  member  of  parlia¬ 
ment  Roberto  Orbea  (Jorge 
Sacristan),  has  an  almost  impos¬ 
sible  task  to  come  out  of  his  own. 
He  is  married  to  a  loyal  and  beau¬ 
tiful  wife,  is  well-respected  by  his 
collegues,  and  is  in  line  for  one  of 
the  party’s  top  positions.  While  in 
prison  for  political  offenses, 
however,  he  once  got  involved 
with  a  young  hustler.  Later  out  of 


prison,  he  makes  contact  with  the 
hustler  again  and,  drawn  to  the 
lower-class  world  to  which  he  is  so 
politically  committed,  he  falls  in 
love  with  another  teenage  tough. 
Their  clandestine  affair  takes 
place  in  an  apartment  —  lined 
with  posters  of  Marx,  Allende,  et. 
al.  —  that  had  been  used  as  a 
clandestine  meetingplace  for  the 
Socialists  during  the  Franco  per¬ 
iod.  (When  Orbea  turns  on  the 
tape  deck,  it  plays  Internacional. 
He  asks  his  young  friend  if  he 
likes  it.  “It  stinks,”  he  replies.) 
However,  the  teenager  is  part  of  a 
blackmail  plot  by  a  neo-fascist 
group  out  to  get  Orbea.  As'  the 
film  moves  toward  its  inexorable 
conclusion,  all  the  characters  have 
difficult  choices  to  make  —  the 
wife  as  to  how  to  keep  her  hus¬ 
band  and  accept  his  gayness,  the 
kid  as  to  where  his  loyalties  really 
lie,  and  Orbea  himself  as  to 
whether  to  come  out  and  tell  his 
collegues  that  he  is  gay. 

Rarely  if  ever  have  the  agonies 
and  dilemmas  of  coming  out  in 
high  places  been  so  sympathetical¬ 
ly  and  powerfully  portrayed  as  in 
this  film.  It  also  provides  a  fascin¬ 
ating  glimpse  into  Spanish  politics 
in  the  immediate  post-Franco  per¬ 
iod.  I  don’t  know  whether  or  not 
the  director  of  the  film  was  gay, 
but  it  clearly  doesn’t  matter.  The 
Deputy  is  a  film  that  remains  in 
the  mind  long  after  you  have  seen 
it.  It  deserves  the  widest  possible 
audience. 

Life  and  Death  is  a  hip,  Nor¬ 
wegian  version  of  Making  Love 
that,  surprisingly,  is  less  interest¬ 
ing  and  affecting  than  its 
American  counterpart.  (The  film 
was  made  in  1979,  when  Making 
Love  was  just  a  gleam  in 


Hollywood’s  eye).  A  handsome, 
married  doctor  meets  a  gay 
student  doctor  at  the  hospital 
while  the  two  are  giving  mouth-to- 
mouth  iresuscitation  to  a  dying 
woman.  They  proceed  to  have  an 
affair.  The  doctor’s  wife,  a 
journalist,  tries  her  best  to  deal 
with  it  as  the  three  have  sex  to¬ 
gether  and  the  relationships  go 
through  a  number  of  permuta¬ 
tions.  Unfortunately,  it  is  all 
rather  cold  and  uninvolving.  The 
main  characters  become  less  and 
less  interesting  as  the  film  pro¬ 
gresses,  and  the  most  inspired 
character  in  the  film  is  the  wife’s 
“liberated”  mother,  a  kind  of 
Norwegian  Auntie  Marne.  What  is 
probably  the  most  interesting  to 
American  viewers  is  the  Film’s 
portrayal  of  a  very  liberated  sex¬ 
ual  and  social  environment,  Nor¬ 
wegian  style.  The  film  ends  on  a 
political  note  as  anti-gay  violence 
engulfs  the  three  people.  But  this 
violence  (courtesy  of  a  Norwegian 
version  of  Hell’s  Angels)  seems 
less  of  a  political  statement  than  a 
thematic  attempt  to  resolve  this 
burdensome  three-way  relation¬ 
ship  that  isn’t  going  anywhere. 

According  to  the  Film’s  dir¬ 
ector,  Peter  Vennerod,  the  Nor¬ 
wegian  critics  either  “loved  the 


film  or  hated  it.”  Frankly,  it 
didn’t  seem  to  me  to  be  a  strong 
enough  film  to  stir  such  passions 
either  way. 

In  police  jargon,  Track  2  is  the 
name  for  Toronto’s  gay  ghetto.  It 
was  there  that  the  1981  bathhouse 
raids  took  place,  resulting  in  the 
arrest  of  300  gay  men  in  the  sec¬ 
ond  largest  mass  arrest  in  Can¬ 
adian  history.  Track  2,  the  film,  is 
a  documentary  that  charts  the 
development  of  the  gay  movement 
in  Toronto  before  and  after  the 
raids,  showing  how  a  moderate 
and  “well-behaved”  community 
organized  itself  to  respond  to 
police  harassment.  It  is  also  a 
compelling  portrait  of  a  police 
force  out  of  control,  that  infil¬ 
trated  gay  organizations  and  dem¬ 
onstrations,  and  seems  to  have 
viewed  the  gay  community  pri¬ 
marily  as  a  criminal  element. 

Most  of  the  film  is  composed  of 
interviews  with  gay  spokespeople, 
including  one  man  who  was  ar¬ 
rested  in  the  raids  and  “radic¬ 
alized”  as  a  result.  The  film 
makes  no  pretense  to  objectivity 
and  never  bothers  to  interview  the 
“other  side.”  (The  filmmakers,  to 
be  fair,  might  have  tried.)  While  I 
am  not  necessrily  arguing  for  ob¬ 
jectivity  in  this  kind  of 
documentary,  one  of  the  best 
scenes  in  the  film  indicates  this 
one-sidedness  might  have  been  a 
mistake.  In  this  scene,  a  panel  dis¬ 
cussion  at  a  local  TV  station,  a 
police  official  gives  us  an  illumina¬ 
ting  glimpse  into  the  mind-set  of 
the  people  who  ordered  the  bath¬ 
house  raids  and  their  rather 
bizarre  views  towards  gay  people. 
We  could  have  used  more  of  this, 
as  well  as  more  detail  about 
Toronto’s  political  life.  The  film 


makes  good  use  of  sympathetic 
straights  —  Mayor  Sewall,  the 
pro-gay  mayor  of  the  city  from 
1978  to  1980,  a  black  couple,  and 
Novelist  Margaret  Atwood,  who 
provides  the  Film’s  most  hilarious 
moment.  “Who,”  Atwood  asks, 
“would  ever  think  the  police 
would  be  against  cleanliness?” 

My  quibbles  aside,  Track  2  is  a 
major  contribution  to  contem¬ 
porary  gay  history.  I  recommend 
it  highly. 

Made  six  years  ago  by  US  inde¬ 
pendent  Mark  Berger,  The  Curse 
of  Fred  Astaire  has  a  terrific 
premise.  It  is  a  gay  Faust,  a  lavish, 
color  musical  about  a  clumsy  gay 
man  who  sells  his  soul  to  the  devil 
to  be  able  to  dance  like  Fred 
Astaire.  The  film’s  high  point  is 
the  winning  performance  by  Clio 
Young  in  the  leading  role.  His 
wonderfully  comic  sense  of  timing 
and  character  gives  the  film  its 
brightest  and  best-natured 
moments.  But  Fred  Astaire  gets 
caught  in  its  own  contradictions. 
Take  the  song-and-dance  num¬ 
bers.  Nobody  in  the  film  dances 
very  well  and  no  one,  in  fact,  is 
supposed  to.  That  is  allegedly  part 
of  the  fun.  But  watching  long  and 
overly-ambitious  musical  numbers

Come  Back  to  the  5  and  Dime 
Jimmy  Dean,  Jimmy  Dean  details 
the  reunion  of  The  Disciples  of 
James  Dean,  a  small  Texas  town 
fan  club,  twenty  years  after  his 
death.  The  town  is  almost  desert¬ 
ed;  there’s  been  no  rain  for  so 
long  that  the  pipes  are  dry.  But 
turn  on  the  taps  and  you’ll  get 
enough  hot  and  cold  running 
dementia  and  delusion  to  fill  a  re¬ 
servoir.  Jimmy  Dean,  Jimmy 
Dean  is  sort  of  like  Our  Town 
meets  The  Visit  meets  Myra 
Breckinridge.  Each  of  the  fan  club 
members  lives  in  some  sort  of 
dream  world  and,  of  course,  each 
has  her  dreams  stripped  away.  In 
fact, there  are  more  dreams  here 
than  in  any  given  seven  hours  of  a 
Eugene  O’Neill  play. 

Juanita  (Sudi  Bond)  owns  the  5 
and  dime  where  the  party  is  to 
take  place.  She  hangs  onto  her  Bi¬ 
ble  and  her  neon  lit  Jesus  picture 
while  swatting  flies  and  doing  her 
best  to  make  these  younger 
women  —  teenagers  when  Dean 
died,  now  in  their  late  30s — act 
sensibly.  Mona  (Sandy  Dennis) 
has  worked  in  the  store  for  most 
of  her  adult  life.  Her  claim  to 
fame  was  that  she  was  once  an  ex¬ 
tra  in  G/'tfrt/(Dean’s  last  movie 
filmed  several  towns  away)  and 
that  she  has  a  son  whom  she 
claims  is  the  result  of  a  night  with 
James  Dean.  She  is  also  generally 
bonkers  and  spends  most  of  her 
time  trying  to  stitch  up  the  ever 
splitting  seams  between  her 
dream  world  and  the  real  world. 
Sissy  (Cher)  is  the  town’s  good 
time  girl  still  convinced  that  she 
can  get  into  the  lee  Capades  even 
though  she’s  only  roller  skated 
and  stopped  that  ten  years  ago. 
She’s  good  hard  sense  when  Mona 
is  all  hysterical  emotion.  Stella 
Mae  (Kathy  Bates)  and  Edna 
Louisa  (Marta  Heflin)  left  town 
after  high  school  and  are  just  in 
for  the  day  from  Dallas.  Stella  is 
loud,  vulgar  and  unhappy;  Edna’s 
continually  pregnant  — on  her 
seventh — and  just  wants  to  have  a 
nice  time.  In  the  midst  of  their 
celebration  comes  Joanne,  a 
mysterious  woman  with  a  designer 
suit,  a  yellow  Porsche,  and  the 
determination  that  she  is  going  to 
make  them  all  face  reality  by  ex¬ 
posing  her  secret  that  knocks  them 
all  for  a  wallop. 

The  material  in  Jimmy  Dean, 
Jimmy  Dean  is  more  than 
t  ypical;  it ’s  banal,  trite  and 
somewhat  garbage.  But  what 
glorious  garbage!  It’s  the  sort  of 
stuff  that  Charles  Ludlum  could 
play  for  laughs,  but  that  Altman 
and  these  actresses  manage  to 
salvage  and  give  real  emotional 
depth.  Robert  Altman  has  been 
one  of  the  few  directors  to  con¬ 
sciously  work  at  explaining  and 


dissecting  American  culture.  Mc¬ 
Cabe  and  Mrs.  Miller  is  probably 
the  only  film  that  tries  to  explicate 
the  emotional  and  social  founda¬ 
tions  of  American  capitalism. 
Buffalo  Bill  and  the  Indians  took 
on  all  of  American  history. 
Nashville,  A  Wedding,  and- 
Brewster  McCloud  are  not  only 
pictures  of  the  national  experience 
(you  could  probably  argue  that 
any  Hollywood  movie  was  in¬ 
dicative  of  some  aspect  of  that), 
but  they  are  thoughtful  explora¬ 
tions;  they  have  ideas,  schemes 
and  notions  behind  them. 

The  small  town  world  of  Jimmy 
Dean,  Jimmy  Dean  seems  ripe  for 
this  sort  of  explication,  but  it  is 
different  from  the  other  Altman 
movies.  When  Shelly  Duvall  and 
Sissy  Spacek  make  tuna  melts  with 
cheese  whiz  in  Three  Women 
Altman  expects  us  to  laugh  at 
them  and  at  the  poverty  of  Ameri¬ 
can  life.  Even  Nashville,  many 
claim,  suffers  from  a  condescend¬ 
ing,  regionalistic  view.  Altman 
has,  many  times,  made  his  points 
by  making  fun.  There  is  very  little 
of  that  here,  surprising,  since  the 
script  is  so  broad,  with  so  little 
nuance,  that  it  practically  calls  for 
a  parodic  effect.  While  Altman's 
scripts  before  have  always  tended 
to  be  on  the  literary  side  ( Three 
Woman  is  so  literary  it’s  like  a 
Bergman  parody)  Jimmy  Dean, 
Jimmy  Dean  falls  decidedly  on 
what  is  usually  called  “popular 
culture,”  and  since  this  is 
Altman’s  interest  it  is  more  than 
suited  to  his  intents  and  purposes. 
How  do  you  make  a  high  tone 
movie  out  of  5  and  dime  junk 
fantasies? 

Ed  Graczyk’s  script,  based  on 
his  Broadway  play,  is  on  the  right 
track  but  he  doesn’t  seem  to  know 
it.  He  is  obviously  concerned  with 
big  themes:  truth,  illusion,  reality, 
happiness,  life,  not  only  that,  but 
Life.  This  is  one  of  those  plays 
that  means  something.  Luckily  he 
has  a  certain  proficiency  in  con¬ 
struction  and  dialogue  —  the 
flashbacks  and  plot  twists  have  a 
comfortableness  about  them, 
which  is  to  say  they  are  common¬ 
place  —  but  no  ability  to  make 
them  seem  important.  He  is  a 
writer  who  has  been  saved,  not  be¬ 
trayed,  by  his  lack  of  talent.  In 
McCabe  and  Mrs.  Miller  Altman 
was  able  to  show  us  more  about  a 
character  by  visually  detailing  the 
building  of  a  house  than  by  fifteen 
minutes  of  dialogue.  Here  the 
camera  supplies  the  nuance  and 
detail  that  the  script  lacks.  He 
tracks  and  pans  about  the  5  and 
dime  as  his  characters  talk  so  that 
we  not  only  hear  and  see  who  they 
say  they  are  (or  feel)  but  who  they 
really  are  and  why  they  feel  that 
way. 

While  it  is  certainly  true  that 
there  are  not  many  good  parts 
written  for  women,  Cher,  Karen 
Black,  and  Sandy  Dennis  show 
that  they  are  damn  well  going  to 
make  the  best  of  what’s  around. 
As  the  demented  Mona,  Sandy 
Dennis  lets  loose  with  every  man¬ 
nerism  that  she  has  been  scorned 
for:  sputtering,  stammering,  stut¬ 
tering,  gasping  and  having  mini¬ 


asthmatic  fits  she  brings  out, 
frighteningly,  suppressed  rage 
and  sexuality.  She  is  Blanche 
DuBois  at  the  end  of  her  rope. 
Seeing  herself  as  the  woman 
chosen  to  bring  the  child  of  James 
Dean  into  the  world.  (It’s  hard  to 
know  if  screenwriter  Graczyk 
takes  this  religious  metaphor  as 
seriously  as  does  Mona.  She  is  a 
paranoid  virgin  mother. 

Cher  has  a  natural  acting  in¬ 
stinct.  Unlike  some  performers- 
come-to-acting  she  does  not  play 
herself  but  slides  securely  into  the 
role.  If  anything  she  tends  to  un¬ 
derplay  Sissy,  who  is  flamboyant 
enough,  which  is  just  as  well 
because  it  leaves  more  room  for 
Sandy  Dennis  whose  acting  tends 
to  take  up  any  unoccupied  space 
on  film.  Karen  Black  plays  cool. 
Whenever  she  has  lacked  a  strong 
script  (like  Airport  ‘ 75 )  she  got  a 
little  silly,  but  here  she  is  in 
control.  When  it  comes  time  for 
Joanne  to  crack  a  little  herself  it  is 
unforced  and  oddly  affecting.  It’s 
a  strangely  written  role  because  she 
has  to  be  both  wildly  driven  and  at 
the  same  time  totally  controlled. 

Like  a  Tennessee  Williams  play 
gone  round  the  bend  (is  that  re¬ 
dundant?)  Come  Back  to  the  5 
and  Dime,  Jimmy  Dean,  Jimmy 
Dean  has  sort  of  a  stereotypical 
gay  feeling  about  it:  the  preoccu¬ 
pation  with  female  personalities, 
the  obsession  with  movies,  the 
Faggot’s  revenge.  But  both  Alt¬ 
man  and  the  actresses  imbue  the, 
material  with  enough  integrity 
that  no  one  is  made  to  be  or  look 
foolish.  So  often  playwrights  will 
use  women  characters  to  act  out 
their  own  fantasies;  or  even  worse 
to  act  out  their  fantasies  upon  the 
women  characters.  Jimmy  Dean, 
Jimmy  Dean  avoids  this  and  the 
actresses  find  substance  and  truth 
in  their  roles  (exaggerated  as  they 
are)  that  has  both  sense  and 
sensibility. 

Altman’s  concerns  with  Ameri¬ 
can  culture  are  broadened  here. 
Not  only  'does  he  detail  the  icono¬ 
graphy  of  a  small  town  existence, 
he  manages  to,  better  than  ever 
before,  pin  down  with  love  and 
some  caring  the  emotional  lives  of 
those  connected  with  the  culture. 
In  the  last  scene  —  the  three 
actresses  line  up  and  lip-sync 
Sincerely  by  the  McGuire  sisters. 
It’s  a  happy  moment  that  comes  a 
little  too  soon  after  all  the  emo¬ 
tional  revelations,  but  it  works. 
Unlike  Chekov’s  sisters  they  have 
given  up  on  Moscow  and  are  con¬ 
tent  with  where  and  who  they  are. 
The  film  was  shot  with  a  sm^ll 
budget  on  16mm  and  blown  up  to 
35mm  —  it  looks  great  —  and 
perhaps  this  is  what  Altman  had 
to  do  —  get  smaller,  not  bigger  — 
to  get  the  right,  more  human,  em- 
pathetic  approach  to  his  material. 
Even  the  flashbacks  are  done  with 
two  way  mirrors,  (as  opposed  to 
the  usually  flashy  optics)  reflec¬ 
tions  that  fit  both  the  budget  and 
a  real  sense  of  a  double 
mind/body  image.  But  whatever  it 
is  Altman  has  managed  to  whip 
together  an  affecting,  smart  and 
oddly  sincere  movie  out  of  a  ratty 
script  and  three  great  actresses.

she  was  just  snuffed  out  by  the 
husband  in  the  last  reel,”  Lo'wy 
argued.  Whether  that  makes  the 
dead  woman  any  less  a  victim  is  at 
least  a  topic  for  discussion  I 
suppose. 

Lowy  said  that  his  way  of 
balancing  the  festival  between 
women’s  and  men’s  films  is  to  just 
try  to  get  as  many  films  about  or 
by  women  as  possible,  although 
he  would  not  include  anything 
that  is  anti-gay.  He  began  the  New 
York  Gay  Film  Festival  as  a  mod¬ 
est  scattering  of  films  at  a  church 
hall  in  1979.  “I  thought  it  was  a 
pretty  obvious  thing  to  do,”  he 
says  of  the  idea.  He  also  thought  it 
would  be  more  profitable,  but  still 
hopes  it  can  eventually  support  a 
gay  film  and  video  production 
center.  He  is  considering  involving 
more  people  with  the  project, 
“but  with  a  committee,  you  could 
never  get  all  these  films  here  at  the 
same  time.” 

Every  year  has  been  a  kind  of 
step  forward  for  the  festival. 
“This  year,  the  features  were 
virtually  all  (American) 
premiers,”  Lowy  said.  Getting  a 
hold  of  the  films  is  not  easy.  Gay 
film  festivals  in  Montreal, 
Toronto,  Chicago,  and  San 
Francisco,  obscure  ads  in  Variety 
and  word-of-mouth  leads  are  just 
the  beginning.  Since  these  films 
for  the  most  part  are  not  well- 
distributed,  Lowy  has  to  negotiate 
between  the  producers,  directors 
and  distributors.  Some  of  the 
films  shown  this  year  got  the 
attention  of  the  Museum  of 
Modern  Art  (which  wil  show 
Lambert’s  work),  the  New 
Directors’  Series,  and  the  Los 
Angeles  Film  Ex.  If  this  helps 
Lowy  next  year,  he  may  be  able  to 
get  films  which  were  refused  to  the 
festival  this  year  —  New  York 
films  like  Abused,  about  child 
abuse  and  homosexuality  and  40 
Deuce  bu  Paul  Morrisey,  Fass¬ 
binder’s  last  film,  Querelle,  and  a 
Swedish  lesbian  film  called  The 
Farewell.  Lowy  added  that  a 
reluctance  to  release  a  film  to  the 
festival  was  not  necessarily 
homophobic,  but  marketing 
timing. 

“I’d  also  like  to  have  some 
South  American  films,”  Lowy 
said.  “There  must  be  some  from 
Brazil,  Argentina,  and  maybe 
from  the  far  east,  Africa,  Egypt, 
Israel.”  If  Lowy  ever  gets  his 
film/video  production  center, 
hopefully  he  will  remember  that

only  one  full-length  feature  was 
directed  by  a  woman,  and  from 
what  1  saw,  which  were  mostly 
European,  only  Lambert’s  films 
had  any  ‘characters  of  color.’ 

The  festival  runs  on  a  budget  of 
about  $30,000,  most  of  it  coming 
through  the  ticket  window  while 
the  festival  is  in  progress.  Lowy 
gets  $3,000  to  $4,000  and  puts 
about  that  much  aside  for  next 
year.  The  festival  week  this  year 
took  in  $29,000,  which  is  pretty 
close  to  the  record  for  the 
Grammercy. 

One  of  the  successes  of  the 
festival  was  that  the  presence  of 
lesbian  or  gay  characters  was 
about  the  only  thing  the  films  had 
in  common  with  each  other.  They 
covered  a  dense  spectrum  of  con¬ 
ventional  to  unconventional  lives 
and  attitudes. 

I  thought  the  best  match  of 
sympathy  with  reality  was  in  Fritz 
Matthies’  Pauline's  Birthday  or 
the  Beast  of  Notre  Dame.  It  was  a 
surprise,  not  just  because  of  its 
ending,  but  because  there  was  real 
fabric  in  the  characters’  relation¬ 
ships.  In  this,  it  outweighs  The 
Deputy  and  all  its  high  drama  (see 
Neil  Miller’s  review). 

Pauline’s  Birthday  is  actually  a 
documentary  about  a  small  gay 
s/m  theatre  in  the  basement  of  the 
MC-Club  in  Hamburg.  It  re¬ 
cords  the  improv  rehearsals  of  a 
group  of  elderly  men  and  hustler- 
type  boys,  orchestrated  by  the 
club-owner-genius  Pauline  (nee 
Harry  Pauly),  who  fancies  himself 
a  kind  of  Mutter  Courage.  The  re¬ 
hearsal  scenes  are  interspersed 
with  brief  ‘talking  head’  portraits 
of  the  individuals  involved. 
Pauline  teases  and  bullies  the 
members  into  their  roles,  and 
suddenly  he’ll  have  one  of  the 
boys  tied  up  on  top.of  the  rickety 
table  for  a  little  spanking  and 
biting.  His  fatherly,  lecherous 
persona  stays  with  him,  on  and 
off  the  boards. 

This  silliness  contrasts  with  the 
almost  melancholy  way  with 
which  the  individuals  reflect  on 
their  lives.  The  older  men  seem  to 
be  the  most  self-accepting, 
offering  some  hope  for  the  street 
boys  who  have  been  drawn  into 
their  community.  “I  don’t  want  to 
hide  ...  1  don’t  want  to  riot,” 
says  one  of  the  older  men,  then 
adds,  “I  feel  perfectly  free.  It  is 
my  fate,  this  is  just  how  I  am.” 
Another,  Michael,  tells  us  that  he 
and  his  “friend”  Rudi  were  both 
designers  and  lived  together  for  40 
years.  With  pride  and  dignity  he 
shows  us  the  dresses  Rudi  made, 
including  one  “he  hadn’t  yet 
finished.”  So  it  is  temporarily 
puzzling  that  Rudi  is  also  on  the 
set  during  Pauline’s  play’s 
rehearsals. 


Gradually,  a  sense  of  caring 
emerges,  the  men  for  each  other, 
and  us  for  them.  We  become  a 
part  of  their  underground  ■circle, 
like  accomplices  in  that  tiny 
basement,  tnetr  different  expres¬ 
sions  of  feeling  on  the  social 
fringe  makes  the  community  they 
share  even  more  precious,  without 
getting  overly  sentimental.  It’s  a 
true  story. 

“The  program  has  its  faults,” 
says  Lowy,  who  has  his  own  con¬ 
tradictory  sense  of  gay  fate,  “but 
it  had  high  quality.  It’s 
frightening  sometimes  —  I’m 
totally  at  the  mercy  of  what  exists. 
We’re  involved  in  a  process. 
We’re  not  where  we’re  going  to 
be,  but  we’ll  get  there  through 
here.  When  people  get  angry  with 
the  state  of  the  art,  they  don’t  see 
that.  Things  have  changed  —  too 
slow  for  us,  but  that’s  our  fate. 
We’re  not  meant  to  ever  be  satis¬ 
fied,  but  we  won’t  go  back.” 

Lowy  has  gotten  a  small  grant 
to  publish  a  gay  filmography.  For 
information  on  that,  for  future 
gay  film  festivals,  and  help  or 
equipment  for  a  film  and  video 
production  center  are  welcome  of 
Course.

isn’t  fun  at  all.  Neither  is  it  fun  to 
watch  the  spoofs  of  “bad”  soap 
operas  which  inexplicably  take  up 
a  large  part  of  the  film.  Fred 
Astaire  forces  us  to  watch  the 
same  hideous  programs  which  the 
characters  in  the  film  are  being 
laughed  at  for  watching.  Unfor¬ 
tunately,  the  joke  is  on  us. 

The  Curse  of  Fred  Astaire  may 
yet  find  its  audience.  It  may  even 
wind  up  being  a  kind  of  camp  cult 
film,  a  staple  on  the  midnight 
movie  circuit.  But  a  word  to  the 
wise:  don’t  go  expecting  to  see 
Fred  and  Ginger. 

The  best  of  the  short  “men’s 
films”  shown  at  the  festival  was 
the  1976  Canadian  film,  called 
Friday  Night  Adventure.  Written 
by  Richard  Benner  ( Outrageous !) 
and  directed  by  Frank  Vitale 
(Montreal  Main),  this  “coming 
out”  of  a  young  electronics  stu¬ 
dent  and  his  encounter  with  a 
closeted  electronics  huckster  is  a 
small  gem  (it  runs  less  than  thirty 
minutes)  of  characterization  and 
humor.  The  characters  are  just 
quirky  enough  to  make  the  story 
of  their  one-night  stand  fresh,  and 
the  acting,  script,  and  direction 
are  letter-perfect.  A  funny  and 
humane  film  that  is  as  true  to  gay 
experience  as  you  can  get.

authentic  gay  sensibility,  except  in 
the  most  indirect  ways.  In  making 
that  point,  Jim  Fourrat  provided 
the  evening  with  its  most  dramatic 
moment.  He  announced  he,  was 
getting  married  and  that  his 
fiancee  was  sitting  in  the  back 
row.  “I’m  glad  to  be  here  and  1 
believe  you  all  have  the  right  to 
live,”  he  proclaimed,  to  the  bewil¬ 
derment  of  the  audience.  But  it 
was  all  a  game.  Fourrat  was 
mimicking  the  many  gay  people  in 
the  arts  who  feel  obliged  to  dis¬ 
guise  their  sexuality.  Why,  he  ask¬ 
ed,  can’t  Lily  Tomlin  come  out, 
“if  she’s  gay?”  For  Fourrat  the 
answer  was  sad  but  simple,  “To 
survive  and  have  an  impact  on  the 
culture,  we  have  to  stay  in  the 
closet.  Contemporary  culture 
doesn’t  allow  people  to  acknow¬ 
ledge  their  gayness  publicly  so

learn  about  it,  the  more  we  are 
liberated.  I  know  that  being  able  to 
relate  what  it  is  you’re  thinking 
and  feeling  into  tangible  terms 
brings  a  lot  of  knowledge  about 
what  violence  is  to  you.” 

O’Neill,  who  was  “very  much  in 
favor”  of  offering  space  to  the 
s/m  group,  predicts  that  within 
five  years  “this  group  is  going  to 
be  fairly  mainstream.” 


they  can  create  that  sensibility.” 

Vito  Russo  followed  the  same 
line,  contending  that  the  only  gay 
sensibility  achieved  so  far  has 
been  in  “turning  hiding  into  an  art 
form.”  Only  when  gay  artists  and 
writers  can  come  out  without  fear 
of  being  dismissed  as  only  a  “gay 
writer”  or  “gay  artist”  will  a  real 
gay  sensibility  begin  to  be  created. 
Russo  called  into  question 
whether  the  concept  of  gay  sen¬ 
sibility  has  really  existed  outside 
the  eyes  of  a  few  gay  beholders. 
“Is  there  a  gay  sensibility  because 
gay  people  are  watching  a  film  or 
because  they  are  making  one?”  he 
asked.  Often,  he  said,  we  bend 
meanings  to  reflect  our  own  lives 
in  a  desperate  thirst  for  cultural 
images  of  ourselves.  So  when 
Russo  saw  James  Dean  zip  up  Sal 
Mineo’s  jacket  in  Rebel  without  a 
Cause  and  thought  he  saw  a  glim¬ 


mer  of  a  gay  relationship,  he  ask¬ 
ed  himself,  “It  is  Vito  or  the 
movie?”  He  suspects  it  might 
have  been  just  Vito.  Convincing 
himself  there  was  some  gay  sub¬ 
text  on  screen  was  his  way  of  say¬ 
ing,  “I  live  here,  too.” 

In  the  end,  what  came  through 
was  an  intense  frustration  that  les¬ 
bians  and  gay  men,  if  they  did 
have  an  impact  on  mainstream 
culture,  had  to  do  so  at  such  a 
remove  from  their  authentic 
selves.  But  as  to  the  nature  and  the 
influence  of  the  much-touted 
“homosexual  sensibility,”  no  one 
had  all  the  answers.  One  thing  was 
clear,  though.  If  that  sensibility 
was  represented  anywhere  that 
night,  it  was  represented  by  the 
seven  panelists  on  the  stage  of  the 
New  School  Auditorium. 


“Fringe  groups  get  drawn  to  the 
center.  It  is  a  matter  of  the  com¬ 
munity  expanding  and  relaxing 
and  spreading  out  their  edges 
....  Of  course,  the  fact  that  they 
are  going  to  be  part  of  the  center 
years  from  now  doesn’t  ease  the 
pain  of  being  on  the  fringe  of  a 
fringe  group  right  now.” 

At  the  December  meeting  of  the 
women’s  center  projects,  women 


from  within  and  without  the  center 
discussed  the  need  for  a  commun¬ 
ity-wide  forum  to  continue  discus¬ 
sion  of  lesbian  sadomasochism. 
The  s/m  group  has  since  split  into 
two  groups,  one  of  which 
welcomes  bisexual  women,  and 
both  have  found  meeting  places  in 
lesbian-  or  gay-operated  spaces.

NOTE  TO  PEOPLE  WHO  WHITE  PRIS¬ 
ONERS:  If  you  get  no  response  (rare) 
from  writing  one  of  the  prisoners,  it 
may  be  because  he/she  has  been  mov¬ 
ed  to  another  prison  (and  they  don't 
usually  forward  mail!).  One  of  prisons' 
main  ways  to  destroy  attempts  by 
prisoners  to  defend  themselves  with 
lawsuits  and  to  form  “unions"  and 
social  support  networks  generally  is  to 
keep  moving  the  "troublemakers"  (the 
type  that  read  GCN,  for  example)  from 
one  prison  to  another.  It  is  also  a  form 
of  punishment  for  activism  to  move 
them  away  from  where  their  families 
and  friends  live.
